At 12:00 o’clock noon, Bill Christiansen, Lieutenant Governor of the 
State of Montana and President of the Senate, pursuant to the Constitu- 
tion of the State, called the Senate of the Forty-Third Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Montana to order. 


There being no objection, the President appointed Reverend Bernard 
Sullivan of Helena, Montana as temporary chaplain of the Senate. Invo- 
cation by Reverend Sullivan followed. 


There being no objection, the President appointed Walter H. Marshall 
of Helena, Montana as temporary secretary. 


With members of the Montana National Guard participating, Posting 
of the Colors and the Pledge of Allegiance followed. 


At the direction of the President, the temporary secretary called the 
roll of the following holdover Senators by Districts:

Senator Moore, having received a minority of the votes cast, was 
elected Minority Floor Leader.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following message from the Governor was received and read: 


BUDGET MESSAGE 
January 3, 1973 


The following amendments to the executive budget represent the 
priorities and policies of my administration. 


I have enumerated specific programs and the cost which can be funded 
under the revenue structure of the Executive Budget with the exception of 
proposed increases in the School Foundation Program. 


This budget is based on the reduction of the Income Tax Surcharge 
from 40 to 10 per cent—a saving to Montana taxpayers of 34 million in 
the next two years. And I strongly urge the Legislature to maintain 
the surcharge at the 10 per cent level. 


MEDICAID 


I recommend that medical, hospital and nursing home care under 
Medicaid be extended to an additional 15,000 needy Montanans. Presently, 
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only those people on welfare qualify for Medicaid and this acts as an in- 
centive to remain on the general assistance rolls. Expansion of Medicaid 
coverage will provide necessary medical assistance for many senior citizens 
and children. 


The total cost of this program to the state will be $2 million, which 
will result in an additional $6 million in federal funds for the biennium 
to provide local property tax relief of $430,000. I propose to finance the 
extension of Medicaid coverage with $270,000 from the General Fund and 
the $1.75 million Montana will save by transferring the adult categories 
of welfare to the federal government under HR 1. 


KINDERGARTENS 


Today, 38 states provide funding for kindergarten programs. Statistics 
demonstrate that about one-half of all growth in intelligence occurs be- 
tween birth and the age of four, and that more than half of the remaining 
development occurs before the age of nine. If a child’s intellectual growth 
is stifled before the age of six, his chances of success in the educational 
system are seriously impaired. 


I propose that sufficient funds be appropriated to initiate a regular 
kindergarten’ program comprised of at least 180 half-days each year, 
providing an estimated 12,000 five-year-old children with the enrichment 
opportunities afforded by such instruction. 


A good kindergarten program for Montana can be funded with a $2 
million appropriation. 


Specific legislation to implement this program will be presented for 
your consideration. 


DAY CARE CENTERS 


Children should be provided adequate day care to give mothers the 
opportunity to work if they choose. I propose the appropriation of state 
funds for day care centers. The state portion would be matched with 75 
per cent federal, and 10 per cent local funds to expand day care programs 
in Montana. I request $200,000 in state funds for this purpose. 


ACCESS 


The present budget of the Department of Fish and Game calls for 
$200,000 in earmarked funds to be matched on a 50-50 basis with federal 
money to acquire fishing access sites. 


I propose an additional $300,000 in earmarked funds be allocated to 
acquire small game and fishing access areas. Matched with federal money 
this would provide Montana with a $1 million access program. This would 
be a 150 per cent increase in our efforts to acquire and develop access sites 
for Montana sportsmen. This will be financed with Fish and Game ear- 
marked funds. 


PUBLIC RECREATION 


Currently there is $3.6 million in federal matching funds available to 
state and local government for acquisition of land and development facilities 
for public outdoor recreation purposes. In 1971 we utilized less than one- 
half of these funds. 


In the past, the state parks operations and maintenance budget of the 
Department of Fish and Game has not been adequately funded. When this 
budget was eventually depleted, it was necessary to transfer funds that 
could have been matched with federal monies to operate and maintain state 
parks. This diversion has resulted in the substantial loss of federal match- 
ing funds for recreational development. 
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I propose to increase the budget of the Department of Fish and Game 
by $200,000 so that available matching funds will not be spent on opera- 
tions and maintenance. 


RESOURCE INDEMNITY TRUST FUND 


The purpose of this levy is to provide a lasting benefit for Montanans 
for the extraction of our non-renewable resources—specifically coal, metal 
mines, oil and natural gas. A levy of one half of one per cent would be 
assessed against the gross value of production of these resources. The 
proceeds would go into a trust fund. The interest would be available for 
immediate problems and the principal would be held to solve problems and 
provide opportunities when the resources was ultimately depleted. The 
indemnity trust fund would raise $1 million per year. Conservatively invest- 
ed, it would produce interest earnings of approximately $50,000 annually. 


COAL TASK FORCE 


The budget provides for an increase in staff for the Coal Task Force, 
which is vital to assess the effects of strip mining on Eastern Montana. 


COAL TAX 


I propose that we increase the tax on coal] extracted in Montana by 
10¢ per category. This will produce $4 million in revenue for the general 
fund in the next biennium. 


OFFICE OF GOVERNMENT OPERATIONS 


The Executive Reorganization Program—approved by the people and 
authorized by the Legislature—has made the most significant contribution 
to the operation of state government in more than fifty years. Executive 
Reorganization is a continuing process, however, and it cannot be relegated 
to the status of a periodic review of government. 


I propose an Office of Government Operations which would have the 
ability to detect functionai deficiencies, evaluate government organization 
and operation, insure that legislative audit recommendations are carried 
out and provide research and planning support for the Governor. 


This office will replace the current Executive Reorganization office. 
This program can be financed with approximately $70,000 from the 
general fund and $140,000 in available federal monies. I believe the Office 
of Government Operations is necessary to assure continued economy and 
efficiency in state government. 


DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 


Last year for the first time, the Department of Revenue audited out- 
of-state corporations doing business in Montana. The audits resulted in 
substantial revenue collections from out-of-state corporations. This pro- 
gram is a good investment to assure that these businesses pay their fair 
share of Montana taxes. I propose to increase the field audit staff by two 
at a cost of $60,000. 


I propose that the Department provide supplemental services to all 
agencies who cannot collect accounts receivable. This service would cost 
$130,000; however, the state would get this back several times. 


LONG RANGE BUILDING PROGRAM 


The $11 million Long Range Building Program for the next biennium 
will be financed on a cash basis. This action will save the state approxi- 
mately $1 million per year in interest payments. The program has gradual- 
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ly been converted from 30-year bonds to a pay-as-you-go basis. Certainly, 
ten or twenty year bonds are acceptable in certain instances. A continuing 
program such as long range building; however, should be carried out on a 
cash basis if at all possible. 


FEDERAL-STATE COORDINATOR’S OFFICE 


I recommend enactment of a budget for the office of the Federal-State 
Coordinator calling for increases from the present level of $55,000 a year 
to approximately $76,000 in the next fiscal year and, $79,000 in fiscal 1975. 


Montana is heavily dependent on federal financial support. 


According to the Congressional Quarterly, Montana received $195 per 
capita in Federal Government grants in 1970. Only three states and the 
District of Columbia received more assistance. 


It is evident that without the assistance of the Office of the Federal- 
State Coordinator, working closely with members of Montana’s Congres- 
sional delegation, we would not have received mitigation for game losses 
resulting from the construction of Libby Dam, or assurances for construc- 
tion of the fish hatchery at the site, or assumption by the federal govern- 
ment of responsibility for compensation of workers, businesses and others 
affected by the termination of the ABM construction program, or the ini- 
tiation of educational, industrial and other programs at Glasgow Air Force 
Base. 


Also, creation of the Old West Regional Commission would not have 
been possible without an active and viable Federal-State Coordinator’s 
office. 


I propose that the office will have expanded duties in the future, 
including a more aggressive program to identify and secure necessary 
federal aid programs for state and local government and education and 
to protect Montanans interest in the federal system. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT TAXATION STUDY 


I urge the Legislature to consider an appropriation of $50,000 to the 
Department of Revenue to conduct a comprehensive analysis of the local 
property tax structure. This study could be the basis for recommendations 
to reduce and reform property taxation. 


OFFICE OF THE LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 


The new Constitution requires the Lieutenant Governor to be a full- 
time member of the executive branch of state government. I recommend a 
biennial budget of $70,000 for salary, expenses and a secretary for the 
Lieutenant Governor. His duties would include serving as a citizen’s advo- 
cate and special assignments delegated by the Governor, such as main- 
taining a close lhaison with the coal development in Eastern Montana. 


¥ 


HIGHWAY SAFETY 


In the year just ended, a record number of Montanans were killed in 
traffic accidents. This carnage—the tragic loss of life, crippling injuries 
and property damage—must be reduced. The executive budget provides for 
an additional 25 Highway Patrolmen and equipment. I strongly urge your 
. support of this proposal. 


I also call your attention to proposed legislation which would substi- 
tute an optional defensive driving course for the present practice of sus- 
pending driving privileges. I endorse the one-year pilot program proposed 
by the Department of Intergovernmental Relations. It would be funded by 
the Federal government. The goal of the program is to create and re- 
inforce safe driving practices among consistent violators and new drivers. 
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I urge your favorable consideration of the request of the Department 
of Health and Environmental Sciences for a Coordinator of Emergency 
Medical Services. I also assure you that I will continue the effort to obtain 
federal assistance to improve emergency medical treatment and facilities 
for Montana communities. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


The budget includes a request to increase the staff of the Division 
of Planning and Economic Development by adding two specialists to assist 
state and local government in their economic development programs. 


We must make a greater effort to create job opportunities for the un- 
employed and the young who are leaving the state and to provide an ex- 
panded tax base to support good schools and needed government services. 


Montana CAN afford to be selective about the kinds of businesses that 
we attract. 


Our wholesome environment and unlimited recreational advantages 
make Montana a highly desirable place to live and work. These qualities 
must not be sacrificed in our economic development program. 


Tourism is Montana’s third largest industry. 


As a result of expanded promotional activities of the State Advertising 
Unit, tourist inquiries are up over 100% in the past four years. 


Visitors who came to Montana last year as a direct result of national 
advertising spent $71 million here. The state realized close to $500,000 
in gasoline taxes alone from these visitors. 


I propose a new program to attract out-of-state conventions and group 
tours to Montana. 


Private business has indicated an interest in participating financially 
in this program. 


Our promotional efforts could be enhanced by adding a professional 
writer to publicize our state in national media. 


Our entire tourist promotion program must be redirected to promote 
Montana as a year-round playground, as opposed to efforts in the past 
which concentrated on bringing tourists to Montan only during the summer 
months. 


This expanded effort will require an additional $150,000 per year 
from the Highway Trust Fund. 


POST SECONDARY EDUCATION 


I urge the Legislature to carefully review the budget for the Univer- 
sity units, vo-tech schools, community colleges and the State Library 
Commission. 


There is a great need to study the entire post secondary system of 
14 units to determine our priorities and establish the level at which we 
can support post secondary schools and still maintain quality education. 


Federal Funds for a comprehensive study of post secondary education 
could be obtained under section 1202 of the amendments to Title XII of 
the Higher Education Act of 1965. I have proposed $150,000 in state 
matching funds to conduct this study. 


WESTERN INTERSTATE COMMISSION ON HIGHER EDUCATION 
(W.1.C.H.E.) 


Funds to enable Montana students to attend medical, dental and other 
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professional schools in other states have been increased in the Executive 
Budget. I support this recommendation. 


TWO-MILL LEVY 


If this assembly accepts my budgetary and funding recommendations 
it will not be necessary to reimpose the emergency two-mill statewide 
property tax levy during the 1975 biennium. This would represent the 
first time in the history of the state that an emergency levy has not been 
imposed in four consecutive years. If successful, this would mean a total 
of $8 million in property tax relief in the 1973 and 1975 bienniums. 


SCHOOL FOUNDATION PROGRAM 


I urge this Assembly to implement my recommendation that the 
Foundation Program schedules be increased five per cent each year of the 
next biennium. 

The present executive budget for the next biennium already recom- 
mends an increase of $7.5 million to the Foundation Program. That figure 
represents full funding of the state’s share of the program at the present 
schedules. 


My recommendation would represent an additional $12.75 million to 
the program in the next two years. 


Altogether, these proposals mean direct property tax relief amounting 
to $20.25 million. 


This is the first time in the history of state government that a 
Governor has recommended an increased schedule for the Foundation Pro- 
gram and has also provided funding for that increase within the existing 
tax structure. 


The School Foundation Program is fully funded under present schedules. 
It is fully funded under my prepared increases in schedules. 


If this Legislature desires to go beyond this proposal, I strongly urge 
that you provide the revenue to fully fund any increase, to do otherwise 
will penalize the local property taxpayer. 


Detailed schedules of my recommendations and the method of funding 
are attached.

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SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 1 
Introduced by Lynch, James 


A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
TO ADOPT RULES TO GOVERN ITS PROCEEDINGS. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the following rules are adopted: 


JOINT RULES 
CHAPTER 1 
Presiding Officer—Decorum, Order and Debate 


1-1. The presiding officer of the Senate is the president and the pre- 
siding officer of the House of Representatives is the speaker. The presiding 
officer of each house shall take the chair on every legislative day at the 
hour to which that house adjourned at the last sitting. After call to 
order, prayer by the chaplain and roll call, a report of the journal for the 
preceding legislative day shall be given in the presence of a quorum, and 
each house shall proceed with the regular order of business. 


1-2. The presiding officer of each house shall preserve order and 
decorum, and in case of disturbance or disorderly conduct, may order the 
galleries or lobbies to be cleared. 


1-3. The presiding officer of each house has general control and 
direction of the hall, chamber, rooms, passages and corridors of the house 
over which he presides. Reporters on assignment in either house are sub- 
ject to placement by the presiding officer. 


1-4. The presiding officer of each house shall decide all questions of 
order, subject to an appeal by any member seconded by two other members. 
No member may speak more than once on an appeal without the consent 
of a majority of the house of which he is a member. 


1-5. When a member desires to speak he shall rise and address the 
presiding officer and, being recognized, shall speak standing in his place 
unless the presiding officer grants permission to speak from some other 
place on the floor. When two or more members rise at the same time the 
presiding officer shall name the member who is to speak first. 


1-6. When a member has been called to order, he shall sit down until 
the presiding officer determines whether he is in order or not. If the 
member is called to order for words spoken in debate, the language excepted 
to shall be taken down in writing by the chief clerk or secretary. 


1-7. Questions of privilege are: first, those affecting the collective 
rights, safety, dignity, and integrity of the proceedings of either house; and 
second, those affecting the rights, reputation and conduct of individual 
members of either house in their capacity as members. A question of privi- 
lege affecting either house collectively takes precedence over a question 
of privilege affecting an individual member. 


[1-8. The presiding officer of each house, in the presence of the house. 
over which he presides, after due notice and immediately after the title has 
been publicly read, shall sign the original and one copy of each enrolled bill 
originating in the house over which he presides. The fact of signing shall 
be at once entered upon the journal. At the time of signing, if a member 
signifies his desire to examine the bill he shall be permitted to do so. The 
bill shall then be sent to the other house where the same procedure shall 
be followed. (Based in part on Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 27)] 
(To be deleted 7-1-73) 
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‘1-8. When a bill has been reported correctly enrolled it shall be de- 
livered to the presiding officer of the house in which the bill originated. 
The presiding officer shall announce from the rostrum, the announcement 
to be entered in the journal, the specific bills to be signed by him and 
shall designate a time when such bill shall be signed, and he shall sign 
the original and two copies of each bill delivered to him not later than 
the next legislative day after it has been reported correctly enrolled, 
unless the bill is delivered on the last legislative day in which event it 
‘shall be signed that day. The fact of signing shall be at once entered 
upon the journal. At any time after the report of a bill correctly enrolled 
‘and before the signing, if a member signifies his desire to examine the bill, 
he shall be permitted to do so. The bill shall then be transmitted to the 
‘other house where the same procedure shall be followed. (Effective 7-1-73) 


1-9. The presiding officer of each house shall sign all [payrolls and] 
‘subpoenas approved or issued by the house over which he presides. The 
-business manager will sign all payrolls. 


1-10. (1) A communication or paper shall be addressed to the pre- 
siding officer, and shall bear the name of the person submitting it. When 
the reading of a paper is called for and a member objects, it shall be 
determined by a vote of the house without debate. This subsection does not 
-apply to bills, or to communications from the governor or the other house. 


(2) A paper for or against proposed legislation may not be placed on 
the desks of the members or circulated within the chamber unless the person 
responsible has signed it and has received permission from the chief clerk 
of the house or the secretary of the senate to distribute it in the house 
‘concerned. 


1-11. When the presiding officer is a member of the house over which 
he is presiding he shall vote as any other member, and may not vote the 
second time. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


CHAPTER 2 
Meetings, Quorums and Attendance 


2-1. The chamber of the senate and the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives shall be open from 8 o’clock a.m. until 11 o’clock p.m. each day 
during the session, unless by resolution of the senate its chambers, or by 
resolution of the house its hall, shall be closed. 


2-2. The hour of meeting of the senate is 10 a.m. unless otherwise 
ordered by the senate. The hour of meeting of the house of representatives 
is 10 a.m. unless otherwise ordered by the house. 


2-8. Lobbying on the floor of the senate or house of represetatives is 
prohibited during the session and within one hour prior to the commence- 
ment of a session and within one-half hour after recess or adjournment. 


[2-4. The sessions of each house and of the committees of the whole 
shall be open, unless the business is such as requires secrecy. (Montana 
Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 13) ] 


2-4. ~The sessions of the legislature and of the committee of the whole, 
all committee meetings, and all hearings shall be open to the public. (Mon- 
tana Constitution, Art. V. Sec. 10 (8)). 


[2-5. During the discussion of a motion to close the doors of either 
house to discuss business which may, in the opinion of that house, require 
secrecy, the presiding officer shall exclude all persons, except the members 
and the chief clerk or secretary. Every member and employee of such 
house shall keep secret all matters ordered to be kept secret.] 
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[2-6.] 2-5. Neither house shall, without the consent of the other, 
adjourn or recess for more than three days, nor to any other place than 
that in which the two houses shall be sitting. (Montana -Constitution, 
Art. V. Sec. [(14] 10(5)). 


[2-7.] 2-6. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do 
business, but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and compel 
the attendance of absent members, in such manner and under such penalties 
as each house may prescribe. (Mentana Constitution, Art. V, Sec 10(2). 


[2-8.] 2-7. Unless he is excused, a member of the house or senate 
shall be present at every sitting of the house of which he is a member. 


[2-9.] 2-8. In the absence of a quorum, a majority of members pres- 
ent in either house may compel the attendance of absent members by order- 
ing a call of the house of which they are members. 


[2-10.] 2-9. If a quorum is present, five members of the senate may 
order a call of the senate, and fifteen members of the house of representa- 
tives may order a call of the house. 


[2-11.] 2-10. On a call of either house, a member who refuses to at- 
tend may be arrested by the sergeant-at-arms or any other person, as the 
majority of such members present shall direct. When the attendance of 
an absent member is secured after a call of either house, if the house of 
which he is a member refuses to excuse his absence, he shall not be paid 
any per diem during his absence and is liable for the expenses incurred 
in procuring his attendance. 


[2-12.] 2-11. During a call of either house, all business of that house 
shall be suspended. After a call has been ordered no motion is in order 
except a motion to adjourn or remove the call. The call may be removed 
by a two-thirds vote. 


2-12. If either house is in session upon a given day, whether or not 
the other house is in session, that day shall constitute a legislative day. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


CHAPTER 3 
Legislative Employees 


3-1. The legislative assembly shall prescribe [by law] the [number, 
duties and] compensation of the officers and employees of each house; 
each house shall prescribe the duties of its officers and employees and 
no payment shall be made from the state treasury, or be in any way 
authorized to any such person, except to an acting officer or employee 
elected or appointed in pursuance of law. [(Montana Constitution, Art. V, 
Sec. 20) ] 


3-2. Except as provided in Joint Rule 3-3 and Joint Rule 3-4, the 
business manager, subject to the supervision of the committee on legisla- 
tive administration of each house and [shall appoint the employees of 
each house,] subject to the approval of the respective houses, shall be 
responsible for personnel. 


3-3. The committee on legislative administration of each house shall 
appoint secretaries for standing or special committees on recommendation 
of the committee chairman, subject to the approval of the respective houses. 
A secretary for a standing or special committee is immediately responsible 
to the committee chairman, but when not occupied with the duties of a 
committee, a secretary of a committee of the house of representatives 
shall work under the direction of the chief clerk of the house, and a secre- 
tary of a senate committee under the direction of the secretary of the 
senate. The director of the Legislative Services division of the Legislative 
Council shall hire all engrossing and enrolling typists and proofreaders. 
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3-4, The minority floor leader of each house may appoint a private 
secretary, who is responsible to him. 


3-5. The secretary of the senate and chief clerk of the house of 
representatives are responsible to the presiding officers of their respective 
houses. Their duties. are: 


(a) To have custody of all records, bills, documents and other papers. 


(b) To supervise the [keeping] making and examination of the 
journal, [engrossing, and enrolling,] and the handling of bills and resolu- 
tions. 


(c) To deliver to the [secretary of state] appropriate officers or 
offices, as set forth in these rules during the session or at the close of 
each session, as required by these rules, the journal, bill books and reso- 
lution books, and all copies of introduced and engrossed bills and joint 
resolutions. 


(d) To collect from the chairman or secretaries of all standing com- 
mittees, [and] special committees, committees of the whole, and conference 
committees, the minutes of such committees and deliver them to the state 
historical society. 


3-6. Journal clerks, bill clerks, [engrossing and enrolling clerks, | 
typists, and other employees responsible for legislative functions, except 
secretaries for standing or special committees, secretaries to presiding 
officers, and secretaries to majority and minority floor leaders, are im- 
mediately responsible to the secretary of the senate or the chief clerk 
of the house, subject to the general supervision of the presiding officer. 
Engrossing and enrolling clerks are immediately responsible to the director 
of the Legislative Services Division of the Legislative Council under the 
‘direction of the bills committee. 


3-7. The duties of the engrossing and enrolling clerks are: 


(a) To engross or enroll all bills delivered to them within forty-eight 
hours after they have been received, unless further time is granted. 


(b) To correct clerical errors, with the consent of the secretary of 
the senate or chief clerk of the house of representatives, in any bill origi- 
nating in the house by which they are employed. Clerical errors such 
as the following may be corrected: 


(i) errors in spelling 
(ii) errors in numbering sections 


(iii) adding or deleting underlining or lines through matter to be 
stricken 


(iv) material copied incorrectly from the most recent Revised Codes of 
Montana. 


The secretary of the senate and chief clerk of the house shall inform 
the principal sponsor of all such corrections. [No bill shall be corrected 
after engrossment. | ; 


3-8. (1) The sergeants-at-arms are responsible to the presiding offi- 
cers of their respective houses. Their duties are: 


(a) To maintain order under the direction of the presiding officer. 
(b) To execute commands and serve all processes. 
(c) To receive, distribute and have custody of supplies. 


[(d) To keep account for per diem and mileage of members and em- 
ployees, and prepare and submit all claims for payment.] 
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[(e)] (d) To take an inventory at the close of each session of all 
furniture, fixtures, supplies and other property and turn such property 
over to the state controller for custody until the next session. One copy 
of the inventory shall be kept on file in the office of the sergeant-at-arms. 


(2) All expenditures of money appropriated for the operation of the 
legislative assembly must be approved by the committee on legislative 
administration of the house concerned. 


3-9. The assistant sergeant-at-arms, doorkeepers, watchmen, janitors, 
pages and other employees responsible for general housekeeping functions. 
are immediately responsible to the sergeant-at-arms, subject to the general 
supervision of the presiding officer. 


3-10. The duties of the chaplain of each house are to open each day’s: 
session with a prayer. 


3-11. The duties of the law clerks of each house are to draft legisla- 
tion and perform legal research for members. 


3-12. An employee of either house is prohibited from lobbying as 
defined in Section 48-802 (1), R.C.M. 1947. However, an employee may 
testify before a committee of either house on the request of the committee. 
An employee violating this rule shall be discharged. 


3-13. Disputes and complaints involving the competency or decorum 
of a legislative employee shall be referred to the committee on legislative 
administration of the house by which the employee is employed. The com- 
mittee, in its discretion, may dismiss, suspend or retain the employee. The 
committee on legislative administration shall periodically review the roster 
of employees and shall dismiss surplus employees. 


3-14. A business manager shall be employed to serve both the senate 
and house of representatives. The business manager will be permanently 
housed in the office of the Legislative Council to maintain an adequate 
set of bookkeeping records for each house, encumber funds, sign claims 
and payrolls, order all printing, supplies and equipment prior to a legis- 
lative session as well as during the session, and perform any other service 
for the leadership and the committees on legislative administration. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


CHAPTER 4 
Order of Business 


4-1. After prayer, roll call, and report on the journal, the order of 
business of the senate and house of representatives is as follows: 


( 1) Communications and petitions 

2) Reports of standing committees 

38) Reports of select committees 

4) Messages from the governor 

5) Messages from the other house 

6) Motions and resolutions 

7) First reading and commitment of bills 
8) Second reading of bills (committee of the whole) 
( 9) Third reading of bills 

(10) Unfinished business 

(11) Special Orders of the day 

(12) Announcement of committee meetings

To revert to or pass to a new order of business requires only a majority 
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vote. Unless otherwise specified in the motion to recess, the house involved 
shall revert to order of business No. 1 when reconvening after a recess. 


CHAPTER 5 
Motions 


5-1. When a motion is made it shall be restated by the presiding 
officer, and, if requested by the presiding officer or a member, shall be 
reduced to writing and read aloud. A motion may be withdrawn by the 
member making it at any time before it is amended or voted upon. 


5-2. When a question is under debate no motion may be made except 
the following privileged and subsidiary motions which have precedence in 
the order listed: 


1) To adjourn 

2) Fora call of the house 

3) To recess 

4) Question of privilege 

5) To lay on the table 

6) For the previous question 

7) To postpone to a day certain 
8) To refer or commit 

9) To amend 

(10) To postpone indefinitely 
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5-38. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment or substitute. 


5-4. A member who voted on the prevailing side of a question may, 
on the day the vote was taken or on the next day the house in which the 
action was taken is in session, move to reconsider the question. A motion 
to reconsider may not be withdrawn after such next legislative day without 
the unanimous consent of the house concerned, and thereafter any member 
may call it up for consideration; however, a motion to reconsider made 
after the fifty-fourth day of the session shall be disposed of when made. 
A motion to recall a bill from the other house constitutes notice to re- 
reconsider or to recall a bill from the other house may be made only under 
order of business No. 6, and under that order of business takes precedence 
over all motions except motions to recess or adjourn. 


5-5. When a motion to reconsider is laid on the table, a two-thirds 
majority is required to take it from the table. When a motion to recon- 
sider fails, the question is finally and conclusively settled. 


5-6. (1) Except as provided in subsection (2) of this rule, the effect 
of moving the previous question, if adopted, is to close debate immediately, 
to prevent the moving of amendments or other subsidiary motions, and to 
bring to vote promptly the immediately pending main question and the 
adhering subsidiary motions, whether on appeal or otherwise. 


(2) When the previous question is ordered on any debatable question 
on which there has been no debate, the question may be debated for one- 
half hour, one half of such time to be given to the proponents and one 
half to the opponents. 


5-7. <A call of the house is not in order after the previous question is 
ordered, unless it appears upon an actual count by the presiding officer 
that a quorum is not present. 


5-8. The following motions are not debatable: 


(1) To adjourn 
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2) Fora call of the house 

3) “To 'recss 

4) For parliamentary inquiry 

5) For suspension of the rules 

6) To lay on the table 

7) For the previous question 

8) To limit, extend the limits of, or to close debate 
9) To amend an undebatable motion 

(10) To divide a question 

(11) To pass business in committee of the whole 
(12) To take from the table

(13) A decision of the presiding officer, unless appealed or unless 
he submits the question to the house for advice or decision. 


(14) All incidental motions, such as motions relating to voting or 
other questions of a general procedural nature. 


5-9. A member may vote to divide a question if it includes two or 
more propositions so distinct in substance that if one thing is taken away 
a substantive question will remain. 


5-10. An amendment to a motion may be amended, but an amendment 
to an amendment to a motion may not be amended. However, a substitute 
for an amendment to an amendment to a motion may be adopted and the 
substitute may be amended. 


CHAPTER 6 
Bills and Resolutions 
A.—Form of Bills—Definition of Resolutions—General Provisions 


6-1. The only types of instruments other than bills which may be 
introduced in either house of the legislative assembly are: 


(1) A simple resolution, which is a formalized motion passed by one 
house only and which bears the heading ‘House Resolution” or “Senate 
Resolution.” It may be used to amend the rules of one house or to express 
the desire, opinion, sympathy or request of the house adopting it. It does 
not require three readings or a roll call vote. A member offering a simple 
resolution may read it in his place before sending it to the chair. It shall 
then be read by the clerk or secretary unless otherwise ordered by the 
house, and referred to a committee. Final action shall be taken on the 
Committee of the Whole report. The transmittal of copies of simple reso- 
lutions is the responsibility of the chief clerk or secretary of the house of 
origin. 


(2) A joint resolution[, which] must be adopted by both houses and 
shall not be approved by the governor [and then signed by the governor 
as a ministerial formality]. It may be used to express the desire. opinion, 
sympathy or request of the legislative assembly, to amend the joint rules, 
and to ratify or propose amendments to the United States Constitution. 
A joint resolution shall also be used to propose amendments to the Con- 
stitution of Montana, which shall be considered as provided in Article XIV, 
Section 8 of the Montana Constitution. If a joint resolution goes beyond 
a mere recommendation or expression of opinion, [and] or does not relate 
to a subject solely within the competence of the legislative assembly, it 
is subject to veto by the governor. Except as otherwise provided in these 
rules or the Constitution of the State of Montana, a joint resolution is 
treated in all respects as a bill. 


(3) All resolutions directing studies be done by the Legislative Council 
shall contain a preamble to be known as a declaration of the author’s 
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specific intent. These resolutions shall be reviewed by the Council staff 
for style and format in the same manner as a bill. 


6-2. Bills shall be typewritten on paper eight and one-half by [thir- 
teen] eleven inches long with [30] 25 numbered lines, and shall be introduced 
in quadruplicate. Pica [or elite] type with a good black ribbon must be 
used. Bills shall be numbered at the foot of each page and shall have 
white covers of a substantial material. In sections amending existing 
statutes, matter to be stricken out shall be indicated with a line through 
the words or part to be deleted, and new matter shall be underlined. A 
key showing the numbers of sections of the most recent Revised Codes 
of Montana repealed or amended in the bill shall immediately precede the 
title. Introduced bills will be introduced on white paper and distributed to 
legislators. 


6-3. No bill, except general appropriation bills, and bills for the codi- 
fication and general revision of the laws, shall contain more than one sub- 
ject, which shall be clearly expressed in the title. The enacting clause of 
every law shall be as follows: “Be it enacted by the legislative assembly 
of the State of Montana.” [(Montana Constitution, Art. V. Sec. 23 and 
Art. V, Sec. 20) ] 


6-4. The general appropriation bills shall embrace nothing but ap- 
propriations for the ordinary expenses of the legislative, executive and 
judicial departments of the state, interest on public debt and for public 
schools. All other appropriations shall be made by separate bills, each 
embracing but one subject. (Montana Constitution, Art. V. Sec. [33] 11(4). 


6-5. Every statute, unless a different time is prescribed therein, takes 
effect on the first day of July of the year of its passage and approval. 
Every joint resolution, unless a different time is prescribed, therein, takes 
effect from its passage. (Sections 48-507 and 48-509, R.C.M. 1947) 
B.—Introduction. 


6-6. Bills will be checked by the staff of the Legislative Services 
Division of the Legislative Council prior to consideration by a committee 
of the legislature, for proper format, style, and legal form. A stamp will 
be affixed to the bill cover and initialed indicating this review. If such 
stamp is not affixed at the time the bill is delivered to the appropriate 
committee chairman, the chairman shall cause the bill to be transmitted 
to the Legislative Services Division for such review. Members should make 
every effort to present proposed bills to the Division in advance of intro- 
duction of the bill. Bills will be entered on the automated bill drafting 
equipment and typed to facilitate a more rapid reproduction. If a bill is 
not so entered prior to introduction, it will not be considered by any 
committee until it has been so entered. 


A bill may be introduced by endorsing it with the name of a member 
or committee and presenting it to the chief clerk or secretary in quadrupli- 
cate. Bills, joint resolutions, and simple resolutions shall be numbered 
consecutively in each session in separate series in the order of their receipt. 


Bills may be pre-filed, numbered and pre-printed prior to a legislative 
session. This will be the responsibility of the staff of the Legislative 
Services Division of the Legislative Council. Actual signatures may appear 
on the face of the pre-filed bill or signatures may be obtained on a consent 
form from the Legislative Services Division. Additional sponsors may be 
added at the time of introduction on the first legislative day, on motion 
of the chief sponsor. These names will be forwarded to the Legislative 
Services Division to be included on the face of the bill following standing 
committee approval. 


6-7. [All bills except revenue bills, appropriation bills and substitute 
bills must be received by the chief clerk or the secretary by 5 p.m. of the 
eighteenth legislative day. Revenue bills must be received by the chief 
clerk by 5 p.m. of the twenty-fifth day.] 
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During the first session of any Legislative Assembly bills may be intro- 
duced at any time before the final adjournment of the session. No bill, 
however, introduced after 5 p.m. on the enghteenth legislative day of the 
first session, except revenue bills, appropriation bills and substitute bills 
will be considered, save in committee, during that session by the house 
in which it was introduced, without the consent of that house, or, if so 
considered and transmitted to the other house, by that house without the 
consent thereof. To be considered during the first session revenue bills 
must be introduced by 5 p.m. on the twenty-fifth legislative day. Bills not 
considered and acted upon during the first session shall carry over with 
the same status to any other session of the legislature during the biennium, 
and shall then be considered and acted upon. During any session during the 
biennium other than the first session, all bills except revenue bills, appro- 
priation bills and substitute bills must be introduced by 5 p.m. of the fifth 
legislative day following the Governor’s initial message to the Legislature. 
Revenue bills at such sessions following the first session of the biennium 
must be introduced by 5 p.m. of the tenth legislative day following such 
passage. 


[6-8. No bill for the appropriation of money, except for expenses of 
the government, shall be introduced within ten days of the close of the 
session, except by unanimous consent of the house in which it is sought to 
be introduced. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 21)] (To be deleted 
7-1-7383). 


[6-9. All bills appropriating public moneys shall originate in the 
house of representatives. A member of the senate desiring the introduction 
of a bill carrying an appropriation may transmit it to the speaker of the 
house of representatives, who will provide for the introduction by request. ] 


[6-10. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the house of 
representatives, but the senate may propose amendments, as in the case 
of other bills. (Montana Censtitution, Art. V, Sec. 32)] (To be deleted 
7-1-73). 


[6-11. No bill may be introduced or received in a house after that 
house has finally rejected a bill designed to accomplish the same purpose. ] 


6-8. During either regular session, no bill may be introduced or re- 
ceived in a house after that house has finally rejected a bill during that 
biennium designed to accomplish the same purpose save upon approval 
by the rules committee of the house in which the bill is offered for intro- 
duction or reception, nor may any such bill be introduced or received in 
a house at any special session convened within six months following the 
final adjournment of the regular or special session in which the bill de- 
signed to accomplish the same purpose was finally rejected, unless an 
emergency exists which in the opinion of the governor or of the members 
requesting a special session requires the introduction or reception of such 
bill, and the existence of the emergency and such opinion is set forth in 
the governor’s call or the members’ request for a special session. 


[6-12.] 6-9. A committee must unanimously consent to the intro- 
duction of a committee bill. 


C.—First Reading and Commitment. 


[6-138.] 6-10. [The purpose of the first reading of bills is for infor- 
mation and commitment. A bill shall be read by a summary of its title 
in the house of origin and by a summary of its title and by its history in 
the second house.] No motion affecting a bill is in order on its first 
reading except as provided in Joint Rule 6-6. 


Upon introduction or reception of a bill, the chief clerk of the house 
or the secretary of the senate shall publicly post upon a listing that bill by 
a summary of its title in the house of origin and by a summary of its title 
and by its history in the second house, together with a notation of the 
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committee to which it has been assigned, and such posting shall constitute 
the first reading of the bill. (Effective 7-1-73). 


[6-14.] 6-11. No bill shall be considered or become a law unless re- 
ferred to a committee[,] and returned therefrom. [and printed for the use 
of the members. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 22)] (Deletions ef- 
fective 7-1-73). 


[6-15.] 6-12. [After the first reading] Upon introduction or reception 
of a bill, it shall be referred to a committee by the presiding officer. 
(Effective 7-1-73). 


[6-16.] 6-13. <A bill may be recommitted at any time before its pas- 
sage. 


D.—Amendments and Substitute Bills. 


[6-17.] 6-14. No law shall be revised or amended, or the provisions 
thereof extended by reference to its title only, but so much thereof as is 
revised, amended or extended shall be re-enacted and published at length. 
[(Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 25) ] 


[6-18.] 6-15. No law shall be passed except by bill, and no bill shall 
be so altered or amended on its passage through either house as to change 
its original purpose. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. [19] (11(1). 


[6-19.] 6-16. A committee may recommend that every clause in @ 
bill be changed and that entirely new matter be substituted so long as the 
new matter is relevant to the title and subject of the original bill. A 
substitute bill shall be considered as an amendment and not as a new bill. 


[6-20.] 6-17. The proper form of reporting a substitute bill by a. 
committee is to propose amendments to strike out all of the bill following: 
the enacting clause and to substitute the new bill, recommending also any 
necessary changes in the title. If a committee report recommending a. 
substitute for a bill originating in the other house is adopted, the substitute: 
bill shall be printed. 


[6-21.] 6-18. Amendments to a bill by the second house shall not be 
further amended by the house in which the bill originated, but must either: 
be accepted or rejected. If the amendments are rejected, a conference: 
committee may be requested by the house in which the bill originated. 


[6-22.] 6-19. If a majority of a house recommends the passage of a 
bill originating in that house after it has been returned from a committee,. 
not less than six hundred copies of the bill shall be printed on canary 
paper with all amendments incorporated into the printed copies. Bills. 
referred to the bills committee of the house of origin for printing must. 
be reported within three days unless further time is granted by that house.. 


[6-23.] 6-20. When a bill has been reported favorably by committee: 
of the whole of the house of origin and the report has been adopted, the: 
bill shall be engrossed under the direction of the bills committee, and when 
reported correctly engrossed by the committee shall be placed on the: 
calendar for third reading on the succeeding legislative day. Committee. 
of the whole amendments shall be included in the engrossed bill. Copies. 
of the engrossed bill to be distributed to legislators will be reproduced on 
blue paper. If a bill is unamended, contains no clerical errors, and is. 
neatly written, it may be engrossed without retyping. 


[6-24.] 6-21. When a bill has passed both houses it shall be enrolled 
by the Legislative Services Division of the Legislative Council as an act of 
the legislative assembly under the direction of the bills committee of the 
house of origin. An original and three duplicate typewritten copies of the 
bill shall be enrolled, free from all corrections and errors, with a margin 
of two inches at the top and one inch on each side, with [thirty] twenty-five 
unnumbered lines to the page. In sections amending existing statutes 
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new matter shall be underlined, and matter stricken with a line through 
it shall be omitted. The typewriting shall be done with a black record 
ribbon, pica [or elite] type, [on plain linen finished paper or fifty per cent 
rag bond] paper 8% inches wide by [13] 11 inches long. [weighing sixteen 
pounds to the ream.] The original and [first copy] two copies only of the 
bill shall be red lined. The history of the bill shall also be enrolled and 
placed in back of the bill in a white manuscript cover, upon which is 
written the number of the bill. 


When the enrolling has been completed, the bill shall be examined by 
the author and the bills committee and reported correctly enrolled. The 
original and [one copy] two copies shall be signed by the presiding officer 
of each house [in open session] and presented by the bills committee to 
the governor. The bills committee shall take a receipt from the governor 
and shall report to the house the day and hour of such presentation, which 
shall be entered in the journal. The original and [two unsigned copies] 
the signed copy shall be filed with the secretary of state. [The signed copy 
shall be filed with the clerk of the supreme court.] Signed copies with chap- 
ter numbers assigned, pursuant to Section 82-2209, shall be filed with the 
clerk of the supreme court and the Legislative Services Division of the 
Legislative Council. (Deletion of “in open session” effective 7-1-73). 
F.—Second Reading—Committee of the Whole. 


[6-25.] 6-22. All bills which have been reported by a committee, 
accepted by the house concerned and printed—shall be posted on the cal- 
endar for consideration by committee of the whole. Until the forty-eighth 
legislative day, one day must elapse between the time a committee ap- 
proved bill is printed and consideration by committee of the whole. Bills 
shall be arranged on the calendar in the order in which they are reported 
unless otherwise ordered by the house concerned. 


[6-26.] 6-23. Every bill considered in committee of the whole shall 
be read by a summary of its title and by its history and considered section 
by section. 


[6-27.] 6-24. Prior to adoption of a committee of the whole report, 
a member may move to segregate a bill. If the motion prevails, the bill 
remains on second reading. 


[6-28.] 6-25. When a committee of the whole report on a bill is 
rejected the bill shall remain on second reading. 


[6-29.] 6-26. Either house may resolve itself into a committee of the 
whole by approval of a motion for that purpose. So far as may be applic- 
able, the rules governing each house shall be observed when that house 
resolves itself into a committee of the whole, except as follows: 


(1) The only motions in order are: to amend, to recommend passage 
or non-passage; to recommend concurrence or non-concurrence; to indefi- 
nitely postpone; to pass consideration;:, to rise; to rise and report and to 
rise and report progress and ask leave to sit again. 


[(2) A record vote may not be ordered. ] 
[(8)] (2) The committee may not appoint subcommittees. 


[(4)] (8) The committee may not punish its members for miscon- 
duct, but may report disorder to the house concerned. 


[(5)] (4) Unless otherwise prescribed by either house before going 
into committee of the whole, a member may speak as often as he is recog- 
nized and for as long each ‘time as is allowed in debate in the particular 
house. 


[6-30.] 6-27. After a committee of the whole has been formed, the 
presiding officer shall appoint a chairman to preside. Upon resuming the 
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chair, the presiding officer shall receive the report of the chairman of the 
committee and the house shall take action on the report. 
C.—Third Reading—Governor’s Veto. 


{6-31.] 6-28. No bill shall become a law except by vote of a majority 
of all the members present in each house, nor unless on its final passage 
the vote be taken by ayes and noes, and the names of those voting be 
eae on the journal. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. [24)] 11 (1) 
and (2). 


[6-32.] 6-29. Every bill shall be read three times prior to passage, 
either by title or by summary of title as provided in these rules. The first 
reading shall be [prior to commitment] as prescribed in Joint Rule 6-10; 
the second prior to debate in committee of the whole; and the third, which 
shall be by complete title, prior to final passage. No bill shall receive 
more than one reading on the same day except on the last legislative day. 
(Amendment effective 7-1-73). 


[6-33. Every order, resolution or vote, in which the concurrence of 
both houses may be necessary, except on the question of adjournment, or 
relating solely to the transaction of the business of the two houses, shall 
be presented to the governor, and before it shall take effect be approved 
by him, or, being disapproved, be repassed by two-thirds of both houses, 
as prescribed in the case of a bill. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 40)] 
(Deletions effective 7-1-73). 


[6-34. Every bill passed by the legislative assembly shall, before it 
becomes a law, be presented to the governor. If he approves, he shall sign 
it, and thereupon it shall become a law, but if he does not approve, he 
shall return it with his objections to the house in which it originated, 
which house shall enter the objections at large upon its journal and pro- 
ceed to reconsider the bill. If then two-thirds of the members present agree 
to pass the same, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to the other 
house, but which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two- 
thirds of the members present in that house it shall become a law not- 
withstanding the objections of the governor. In all such cases the vote 
of each house shall be determined by yeas and nays, to be entered on the 
journal. If any bill shall not be returned by the governor within five days 
(Sunday excepted) after it shail have been presented to him, the same 
shall be a law, in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the legislative 
assembly shall by their adjournment prevent its return, in which case 
it shall not become a law without the approval of the governor. No bill 
shall become a law after the final adjournment of the legislative assembly,. 
unless approved by the governor within fifteen days after such adjourn- 
ment. In case the governor shall fail to approve of any bill after the final 
adjournment of the legislative assembly it shall be filed, with his objec- 
tions, in the office of the secretary of state. (Montana Constitution, Art.. 
VII, Sec. 12)] (Deletions effective 7-1-73). 


[6-85. The governor shall have power to disapprove of any item or: 
items of any bill making appropriations of money, embracing distinct. 
items, and the part or parts approved shall become a law, and the item 
or items disapproved shall be void, unless enacted in the manner following: 
If the legislative assembly be in session he shall within five days transmit. 
to the house in which the bill originated, a copy of the item or items 
thereof disapproved, together with his objections thereto, and the items. 
objected to shall be separately reconsidered, and each item shail then 
take the same course as is prescribed for the passage of bills over the 
executive veto. (Montana Constitution, Art. VII, Sec. 138)]. (Deletions. 
effective 7-1-7383). 


6-30. (1) Each bill passed by the legislature, except bills proposing 
amendments to the Montana Constitution, bills ratifying proposed amend- 
ments to the United States Constitution, resolutions, and initiative and 
referendum measures, shall be submitted to the governor for his signature. 
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If he does not sign or veto the bill within five days after its delivery to 
him if the legislature is in session or within 25 days if the legislature 
is adjourned, it shall become law. The governor shall return a vetoed 
bill to the legislature with a statement of his reasons therefor. 


(2) The governor may return any bill to the legislature with his 
recommendation for amendment. If the legislature passes the bill in ac- 
cordance with the governor’s recommendation, it shall again return the 
bill to the governor for his reconsideration. The governor shall not return 
a bill for amendment a second time. 


(3) If after receipt of a veto message, two-thirds of the members 
present approve the bill, it shall become law. 


(4) If the legislature is not in session when the governor vetoes a 
bill, he shall return the bill with his reasons therefor to the legislature as 
provided by law. The legislature may reconvene to reconsider any bill so 
vetoed. 


(5) The governor may veto items in appropriation bills, and in such 
instances the procedure shall be the same as upon veto of an entire bill. 
(Montana Constitution, Art. VI, Sec. 10). (New Rule 6-30 in its entirety 
effective 7-1-73). 


H.—Transmittal of Bills. 


[6-36.] 6-31. Each house shall transmit to the other with any bill 
all relevant papers. When a house bill is transmitted from the house of 
representatives to the senate, the secretary of the senate shall give a dated 
receipt for the bill to the chief clerk of the house. When a senate bill is 
transmitted to the house of representatives, the chief clerk of the house 
shall give a dated receipt to the secretary of the senate. 


[6-37. Except for appropriation bills, revenue bills and amendments 
considered by joint conference committees, no bills may be transmitted from 
one house to the other after the fortieth legislative day; and no amend- 
ments, except to appropriation bills and revenue bills, may be transmitted 
from one house to the other after the fifty-third legislative day.] 


6-32. During the first session of any Legislative Assembly no bills, 
except for appropriation bills, revenue bills and amendments considered 
by joint committees need be acted upon (save for reference to a committee 
by the presiding officer) if transmitted from one house to the other after 
the fortieth legislative day, but may be held pending in the house to which 
it is transmitted, and if so held, it shall be acted upon at a subsequent 
session during the biennium. Amendments, except to appropriation bills 
and revenue bills, may likewise be deferred for consideration if transmitted 
during the first session and after the fifty-third legislative day thereof. 
At the second regular session of any Legislative Assembly no bills may be 
transmitted, other than appropriation bills, revenue bills and amendments 
considered by joint committee, after the fortieth legislative day; and no 
amendments, except to appropriation bills and revenue bills may be trans- 
mitted from one house to the other after the fifty-third legislative day. 


[6-38.] 6-83. When a bill has received its third reading or has been 
rejected, the house that considered the bill shall immediately transmit it 
to the other house with notice of its action. 


I.—Fiscal Notes on Bills. 


[6-39.] 6-34. All bills reported out of a committee of the legislative 
assembly having an effect on the revenues, expenditures, or fiscal liability 
of the state, except appropriation measures carrying specific dollar amounts, 
shall include a fiscal note incorporating an estimate of such effect. Fiscal 
notes shall be requested by the chief sponsor through the presiding officer 
of either house, who shall determine the need for the note at the time of 
introduction. 
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The state budget director, in cooperation with the agency or agencies 
affected by the bill, is responsible for the preparation of the fiscal note 
and shall return same within six (6) days. 


A completed fiscal note shall be submitted by the budget director to 
the presiding officer who requested it, who shall refer it to the committee 
considering the bill. All fiscal notes shall be printed and placed on the 
members’ desks. 


Fiscal notes shall, where possible, show in dollar amounts the esti- 
mated increase or decrease in revenues or expenditures, costs which may 
be absorbed without additional funds, and long-range financial implica- 
tions. No comment or opinion relative to merits of the bill shall be included; 
however, technical or mechanical defects may be noted. 


A fiscal note also may be requested on a bill [before the thirty-sixth 
day,] and on an amendment [before the forty-ninth day,] by 


(1) A committee considering the bill, or 


(2) A majority of the members of the house in which the bill is to 
be considered, at the time of second reading. 


The budget director shall make available on request to any member of 
the legislative assembly all background information used in developing a 
fiscal note. (Sections 43-1001 through 48-1006, R.C.M. 1947) 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


CHAPTER 7 
Committees 


7-1. The committee on legislative administration of each house shall 
consider all members concerned with seating, mileage and per diem, legis- 
lative employees, the control of legislative property, and the budgeting 
for and expenditures of appropriations for the operation of the legislative 
assembly, in cooperation with the business manager. 


7-2. A standing committee shall submit a written report in triplicate 
on all bills or matters referred to it within 7 days after reference, unless 
at the request of the committee and for good cause shown, further time 
is granted by the house concerned. 


7-3. If the members of a committee cannot agree on a report, the 
majority and minority of the committee present at a committee meeting 
may submit separate reports. Only one minority report may be submitted. 
Such reports shall be entered at length on the journal, unless otherwise 
ordered by the house concerned. 


7-4. All committees shall keep minutes of their meetings and, at the 
close of the session, shall turn the minutes over to the chief clerk of the 
house or secretary of the senate for delivery to the historical society. 


7-5. The committee on [rules] bills and journal, the rules committee, 
[the journal committee, the bills committee,] and conference committees 
may report at any time, except during a call of the house or when a vote 
is being taken. Reports from the bills and journal committee shall stand 
approved without formal action. 


7-6. All bills providing for an appropriation of public moneys shall 
first be considered by a joint committee composed of the finance and claims 
committee of the senate [, and the appropriations committee of] the 
house, and then by each separately. Meetings of the joint committee shall 
be held upon call of the chairman of the house [appropriations] finance 
and claims committee who shall be chairman of the joint committee. 
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7-7. Except as provided in Joint Rule 7-6, the chairman of the senate 
committee shall be chairman of all joint committees. 


7-8. If either house requests a conference and appoints a committee 
for the purpose of discussing an amendment on which the senate and the 
house of representatives cannot agree, the other house shall appoint a 
committee consisting of the same number of members. They shall meet at 
a convenient time, to be agreed upon by their chairmen, and having con- 
ferred, shall report to their respective houses the result of their confer- 
ence. A conference committee shall confine itself to the disputed amend- 
ment. 


If either house requests a free conference committee and the other 
house concurs, appointments will be made the same as above. A free con- 
ference committee may discuss a bill in its entirety and is not confined to 
a particular amendment. 


7-9. In joint committees other than conference committees, members 
vote individually and not by houses. Because conference committees are 
joint meetings of separate committees, in conference committees the 
committees from each house vote separately and a majority of each com- 
mittee must agree before any action may be taken. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


CHAPTER 8 
Rules and Journal 


8-1. Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and may, in 
its discretion, from time to time, publish the same, [except such parts as 
require secrecy] and the ayes and noes on any question shall, at the 
request of any two members, be entered on the journal. [(Montana Con- 
stitution, Art. V, Sec. 12)]. 


8-2. The proceedings of each house which shall be entered on its 
journal include: 


(1) The title and number of each bill when it is introduced; subse- 
quent references may be by number only. 


(2) Every motion and the name of the member making it; 


(8) Proposed constitutional amendments which have been voted for by 
two-thirds of the members. (Montana Constitution, Art. XIX, Sec. 3) 


(4) Committee reports. 
(5) Roll call votes. 
(6) Messages from the governor and the other house. 


(7) An entry of the oath taken by the members. (Sec. 43-209, R.C.M. 
1947) 


8-8. The bills and journal committee [or committee on rules and 
journal] of each house shall supply the director of the Legislative Services 
Division of the Legislative Council with the contents of the daily journal 
to be programmed on automated equipment, examine its journal, distribute 
a daily journal to all legislators, correct any errors, and report each legis- 
lative day immediately after roll call. 


8-4. The journal of the senate must be authenticated by the signature 
of the president, and the journal of the house of representatives by the 
signature of the speaker. The distribution of the completed journals shall 
be made by the Legislative Services Division of the Legislative Council. 
(Sec. 43-304, R.C.M. 1947) 
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8-5. (1) A joint rule may be repealed or amended only with the 
concurrence of both houses, under the procedures adopted by each house 
for the repeal or amendment of its own rules. (2) A joint rule governing 
the procedure for handling bills may be temporarily suspended by the 
consent of two-thirds of the members of either house, insofar as it applies 
to the house suspending: it. 


8-6. Mason’s Manual of Legislative Procedure governs the proceedings 
of the senate and house of representatives in all cases not covered by 
these rules. 


8-7. The legislative council shall codify and publish in one volume the 
rules of the senate, the rules of the house of representatives and the joint 
rules of the senate and the house of representatives. Upon adoption, the 
secretary of the senate and the chief clerk of the house of representatives 
shall provide the office of the legislative council with one copy of all 
motions or resolutions amending senate, house or joint rules, and with 
copies of all minutes and reports of the rules committees [or committee 
on rules and journal relating to rules.] After the rules have been pub- 
lished, the legislative council shall distribute copies as directed by the 
senate and house of representatives. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


CHAPTER 9 
Voting Procedure 


9-1. Except as provided in Joint Rule 9-2, every member present 
when a question is put shall vote unless the house of which he is a member 
excuses him. 


9-2. A member who has a personal or private interest in any measure 
or bill proposed or pending before the legislative assembly, shall disclose 
the fact to the house of which he is a member, and shall not vote thereon. 
[(Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 44)] 


[9-8. Amendments to the constitution may be proposed in either 
house, a two-thirds vote of the members elected to each house is required 
for passage. (Montana Constitution, Art. XIX, Sec. 9)] (Deletions effec- 
tive 7-1-73) 


9-3. Amendments to the constitution may be proposed by any member 
of the legislature. If adopted by an affirmative roll call vote of two-thirds 
of all the members of the legislature, the amendment shall be deemed 
approved by the legislature. (Montana Constitution, Art. XIV, Sec. 8) 
(Effective 7-1-73) 


9-4. When a measure requiring the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
members is under consideration, a majority vote is sufficient to decide 
any question relating to the measure short of third reading. 


9-5. <A roll call vote shall be taken on the request of two members. 


9-6. On a roll call vote the names of the members shall be called 
alphabetically, unless an electrical voting system is used. A member may 
not vote or change his vote after the decision is announced from the chair. 
A member may not explain his vote until after the decision is announced 
from the chair. 


9-7. (1) On third reading the question shall be stated as follows: 
“Senate (or house) bill number ........ having been read three several times, 
the question is, shall the bill pass (or be concurred in).” 


(2) If an electrical voting system is used the presiding officer shall 
ring the bell after stating the question and then state “Those in favor 
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vote yea and those opposed vote no.” After a reasonable pause the pre- 
siding officer asks “Has every member voted?” (reasonable pause) “Does 
any member wish to change his or her vote?” (reasonable pause) “The 
clerk (secretary) will now record the vote.” 


9-8. Two members may pair on a measure that will be determined by a 
majority vote. On a measure requiring a two-thirds vote for adoption 
three members may pair, with two members for the measure and one 
member against. Pairing is permitted only when one of the paired mem- 
bers is absent when the vote is taken. 


9-9. An agreement to pair must be in writing and dated and signed 
by the members agreeing to be bound, and must specify the duration of 
the pair. When an agreement to pair is filed with the secretary of the 
senate or chief clerk of the house of representatives, it shall bind the 
members signing until the expiration of time for which it was signed, unless 
the paired members sooner appear and ask that the agreement be cancelled. 


9-10. Every vote of each member of the legislature on each substantive 
question in the legislature, in any committee, or in committee of the whole 
shall be recorded and made public. On final passage of any bill or joint 
resolution the vote shall be taken by ayes and noes and the names entered 
on the journal. A roll call vote shall be taken on non-substantive questions 
on the request of two members, who may likewise on any vote, request 
that the ayes and noes be spread upon the journal. Roll call votes and 
other votes which are to be made public but are not specifically required 
to be spread upon the journal shall be entered in the minutes of the appro- 
priate committee or of the appropriate house and a copy of such minutes © 
shall be filed with the Montana state historical society. (Montana Con- 
stitution, Art. V. Sec. 11 (2))

CHAPTER 10 
Effective Date of Joint Rules 


10-1. These rules shall become effective upon passage by both houses, 
except where they conflict with the 1889 Constitution during the remaining 
life of that Constitution, in which event the Rules of the 42nd Legislative 
Assembly shall apply until the effective date of the Constitution of 1972, 
when the new rules shall become fully effective.

WHEREAS, providing for greater development of rural America re- 
mains one of the most crucial domestic needs facing our nation, and 


WHEREAS, action by President Nixon would terminate various federal 
rural development programs such as United States Department of Agri- 
culture’s Farmers Home Administration Disaster Loan Program, the Rural 
Environmental Assistance Program, the Water Bank Program, wheat and 
feed grain reseal programs, loans for grain storage, and Rural Electric 
Administration Two Percent (2%) Loan Program for rural electric and 
telephone cooperatives, and 


WHEREAS, the very rural nature of Montana makes all of these 
programs of the utmost importance to the economic strength of our state,

revenues from the systems or plants of such municipal electric utilities 
and the creation of liens upon the property of such districts to secure their 
repayment; providing the method and procedure for the issuance and sale 
of such bonds or notes; permitting the interconnection of the lines of a 
municipal electric system with other systems within or without the munici- 
pality or state, public or private, and to enter into contracts with such other — 
systems; authorizing the exercise of the right to eminent domain and pro-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE

Section 1. Section 10(1), Article VI, of the 1972 Constitution of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 10. VETO POWER 


(1) Each bill passed by the legislature, except bills proposing 
amendments to the Montana Constitution, bills ratifying proposed amend- 
ments to the United States Constitution and initiative and refer- 
endum measures, shall be submitted to the governor for his signature. If 
he does not sign or veto the bill within “[five days]”’ the time set by law 
after its delivery to him if the legislature is in session or within 25 days 
if the legislature is adjourned it shall become law. The governor shall 
return a vetoed bill to the legislature with a statement of his reasons 
therefor. 


(2) The governor may return any bill to the legislature with his 
recommendation for amendment. If the legislature passes the bill in 
accordance with the governor’s recommendation, it shall again return 
the bill to the governor for his reconsideration. The governor shall 
not return a bill for amendment a second time. 


(3) If after receipt of a veto message, two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present approve the bill, it shall become law. 


(4) If the legislature is not in session when the governor vetoes 
a bill, he shall return the bill with his reasons therefor to the legis- 
lature as provided by law. The legislature may reconvene to recon- 
sider any bill so vetoed. 


(5) The governor may veto items in appropriation bills, and in 
such instances the procedure shall be the same as upon veto of an 
entire bill.”

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
STATING ITS INTENTION TO IMPLEMENT THE 1972 MONTANA 
CONSTITUTION BY PROVIDING A METHOD OF EQUALIZING 
PROPERTY TAXES IN MONTANA AND BY PROVIDING A 
SCHOOL FUNDING STRUCTURE WHICH WILL PROVIDE FOR 
TAX EQUITY IN THE REVENUE BASE AND EQUALIZATION 
IN THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE SCHOOL REVENUES. 


WHEREAS, the people of Montana have declared in Article VIII, 
Section 3, of the 1972 Constitution that the state shall appraise, assess and 
equalize the valuation of all property which is to be taxed, and 


WHEREAS, the people of Montana have removed the old limitation 
on statewide property taxes, and 


WHEREAS, the people of Montana have declared in Article X, Section 
1(1), of the 1972 Constitution that equality of educational opportunity is 
guaranteed to each person of the state, and 


WHEREAS, the people of Montana have declared in Article X, Section 

(3), of the 1972 Constitution that the legislature shall fund and distribute 

in an equitable manner to the school districts the state’s share of the cost 
of the basic elementary and secondary school system, and 


WHEREAS, the courts of many states are finding their school funding 
systems inadequate in that they deny pupils and taxpayers the equal 
protection guaranteed under the 14th amendment because they produce 
substantial disparities among school districts in the amount of revenue 
produced for education, and 


WHEREAS, the funding system of the State of Montana may not be 
providing tax equity in the revenue base which funds its public schools, and 


WHEREAS, the problem of making property tax assessments uniform 
across the state is an integral part of improving the school funding scheme. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 
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That the Senate declares its intent to implement the mandates of the 
people of Montana as expressed through Article VIII, Section 38, and Article 
X, Subsections (1) and (3) of Section 1, of the 1972 Constitution by making 
a concerted legislative effort to provide: 


(1) a uniform method of property taxation, 


(2) an equitable method of producing revenues for the public school 
system, and 


(3) a method by which those revenues are equitably apportioned to 
the public elementary and secondary school districts of the state, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this Resolution be sent 
to the Speaker of the House of Representatives to be read before the 
entire House.

In accordance with the provision of Section 82-110, R.C.M. 1947, the 
Department of Administration hereby advises the 48rd Legislative Assembly 
that authorization has been granted to cancel and write off the following 
uncollectable accounts receivables. 


MONTANA BOARD OF HAIL INSURANCE 


On July 10, 1972, authorization was granted to write off $90,394.58 in 
uncollectable accounts receivables incurred during the period 1917 to 1960. 
These accounts we issued as levies for hail insurance premiums that are 
collected through the various County Treasurers. This action was taken 
pursuant to the Attorney General’s Opinion No. 48, Volume 34, which held 
in part as follows: 
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“An eight-year statutory period of limitations applies to the collection 
of past due levies, and any levies which have been delinquent for a 
period in excess of eight years should be disposed of pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 82-110, R.C.M. 1947.” 


DEPARTMENT OF BUSINESS REGULATION 


On July 10, 1972, authorization was granted to write off $292.50 in 
uncollectable accounts receivables incurred by the Division of Weights and 
Measures during the period 1963- to 1969. These accounts were incurred 
as fees for testing weighing devices. Regulations provide that the device 
will be taken out of service if the fees are not paid within 30 days. This is 
being done; however, it does not always result in the payment of the 
account. 


NORTHERN MONTANA COLLEGE 


On July 13, 1972, authorization was granted to write off $46.50 in un- 
collectable accounts receivables incurred by students checks being returned 
by the banks because of insufficient funds. It was determined that all prac- 
tical collection procedures had been exhausted. The unit is assessing a 
service charge of $3.50 against each check that is returned unpaid. It is 
our understanding that this charge was initiated to defray the added han- 
dling cost plus the accumulation of a reserve to offset any losses resulting 
from uncollectable items.

786,275 or 40 percent of cropland to 2,893,774 or 20 percent could free

supply of 101, 237, 535 more bushels of barley at stable cost; and 


WHEREAS, at the rate of $1.00 per bushel, this additional production 
could increase Montana’s gross income $101 millions each year; and 


WHEREAS, increased feed grain production and correction of erosion 
and saline seep are prohibited by enforced summer fallow and cropping 
practices resulting from Montana’s high conserving base; and 


WHEREAS, present 50-50 or 7-% cropping practices in Montana have 
contributed largely to present and increasing destruction of natural re- 
sources in soil and water by erosion and saline seep in violation of the 
Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act, As Amended; and 
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WHEREAS, pollution of Montana’s ground and surface water by saline 
conditions causes shortages of useable water for livestock, fish, wildlife, 
irrigation and domestic use; and 


WHEREAS, a survey of 20 western North Dakota counties in 1972 
revealed that with similar, if not identical, history and 50-50 or %-% 
cropping patterns as Montana uses, conserving bases ranged from 18 to 
38 percent, averaging 26.8; and 


WHEREAS, Montana and North Dakota are guided by the same fed- 
eral laws and federal Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation Service 
procedures; and 


WHEREAS, Montana State University, Agricultural Research and Soil 
Conservation Services scientists have found ways to reduce erosion and 
saline seep by flexible and intensive rotational cropping of small grains, 
improved retention and use of soil moisture and judicious use of grasses; 
and 


WHEREAS, this improved farm management includes proper crop se- 
lection, residue management, soil-water measurement and use and fertilizer 
use to which many producers should be educated; and 


WHEREAS, such education falls within the responsibility of Coopera- 
tive Extension Services; and 


WHEREAS, there are cases where county Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation committees are not using county agricultural extension 
agents to receive and dispense this technical advice as suggested by the 
Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Ast, As Amended; and 


WHEREAS, there are cases where technical evaluation was not ob- 
tained from the SCS district conservationist for county Agricultural Stabi- 
lization and Conservation committee determinations as prescribed by ASCS 
procedures; and 


WHEREAS, there are cases where producers asked relief from county 
and state Agricultural Stabilization and Conservation committees from 
enforced destructive practices which cause erosion and saline seep and 
where correction was refused; and 


WHEREAS, there are cases where violation of federal law and ASCS

This applies to errors noted from new aerial pho- 
tography or other means. A written appeal by the producer is not re-

January 1, 1971 to January 1, 1973 


Case No. 8010—Daniel Eugene Barrett,-who on the 12th day of April, 
1971 was sentenced to two years in prison and said sentence was suspended; 
and on November 6, 1972, said sentence was commuted to one year and 
seven months, for the crime of Burglary, was granted a full pardon with 
restoration of all civil rights on the 11th day of December, 1972.

of people; 


(2) That in many areas of Montana set forth in (a) hereinabove, the 
title to the surface is vested in an owner other than the mineral owner, 
and that the surface owner is putting that surface to a productive use, 
and it is the public policy of the state to encourage and foster such pro- 
ductive use by such owner, and that to permit the mineral owner to con- 
demn the surface owner is to deprive the surface owner of the right to 
use his property in a productive manner as he determines, and is also con- 
trary to public policy as set forth in paragraph (4) herein below: 


(3) The magnitude of the potential coal development in eastern Mon- 
tana will subject landowners to undue harassment by excessive use of 
eminent domain; 


(4) That it is the public policy of the state to encourage and foster 
diversity of land ownership and that the surface mining of coal and control 
of large areas of land by the surface coal mining industry would not foster 
public policy and further the public interest.

tiation thereof is an enrollment representative or agent within the intent 
of this act.”

(2) No health services corporation may deliver or issue for delivery in 
this state any subscription certificate or membership certificate describing 
the health benefits available under it or any endorsement, rider, or applica- 
tion which becomes a part of it, until a copy of the form and the schedule 
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of rates, dues, fees, or other applicable periodic charges, to be paid by 
members, have been filed with the commissioner; nor may any certificate, 
endorsement, rider, or application be used until the expiration of thirty 
(30) days after the filing, unless the commissioner sooner gives his written 
approval to such use. The commissioner shall notify, in writing, the cor- 
poration which has filed any such form if it does not comply with the 
requirements of law, or-if it contains any provision which is deceptive and 
ambiguous or misleading, specifying the reasons for his opinion. In all 
other cases the commissioner shall give his approval. 


(3) After the expiration of thirty (80) days from the filing of any 
form, or at any time aiter having given written approval of a form, the 
commissioner, after a hearing of which at least ten (10) days written 
notice has been given to the corporation issuing the form, may withdraw 
approval if he finds the form is being offered to the public by means of 
advertising, communications, or disseminaiton of information which is 
deceptive or misleading. Such disapproval is effected by written order of 
the commissioner, which shall state the grounds for disapproval and the 
date, not less than thirty (80) days after such hearing when the with- 
drawal of approval becomes effective. 


Section 4. The commissioner of insurance may not issue or renew his 
certificate of authority to any corporation proposing to establish, main- 
a or operate a nonprofit service plan until such corporation has estab- 
ished: 


(1) That with regard to hospital service plans the corporation has 
entered into contracts with hospitals in the State of Montana, holding 
certificates of approval issued by the State Department of Health and 
Environmental Sciences, and having an aggregate bed capacity sufficient 
to render the services contemplated to be furnished under the hospital 
service plan to persons in the State of Montana. 


(2) That the contract proposed to be entered into by such corporation 
with those who may become subscribers is not such as will work a fraud 
or injustice upon such subscribers or any person. 


(3) That a schedule of rates, dues, fees or other periodic charges to 
be paid by subscribers has been filed with the commissioner. The same 
shall not be such as will, after providing for such legal reserves as are 
required by this act, result in profit to, or in the accumulation of excessive 
reserves or surpluses by such corporation and are such as will enable such 
corporation to furnish or provide the services which it proposes to make 
available to its beneficiaries and subscribers without impairment of its 
legal reserves and without a constant depletion of the assets of such cor- 
poration. A reserve or surplus over and above all approved and required 
reserves in an amount in excess of the average annual gross income of 
such corporation for the immediately preceding three (3) calendar years 
is an excessive accumulation. 


Section 5. Every corporation subject to the provisions of this Chapter 
shall annually, on or before March 1, file in the office of the commissioner 
a statement verified by at least two (2) of the principal officers of the 
corporation, showing its condition and affairs as of the December 31 then 
next preceding, which shall be in such form as required by the commis- 
sioner and shall contain statements relative to the matters required to be 
established as a condition precedent to maintaining or operating a health 
care service plan and to other matters as the commissioner prescribes. 
Each health service corporation shall pay a fee of fifty cents ($.50) for each 
individual or family unit covered as of the close of its last accounting year: 
except that the minimum registration fee shall be one hundred dollars 
($100) as it is the legislative intent that this act be self-supporting. On 
or before February 1, the commissioner shall certify to each such corpora- 
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tion holding a certificate of authority under this act, the amount of the 
fee to be paid by it pursuant to this Section. 


Section 6. All acquisition costs in connection with the solicitation of 
subscribers to health care service plans shall at all times be subject to the 
approval of the commissioner of insurance, and the administrative ex- 
penses for any calendar year of any such corporation organized under this 
Chapter, including acquisition costs, shall be limited to twenty-five percent 
(25%) of the aggregate amount of rates, dues, fees and other periodic 
charges actually received during that year. If the commissioner finds that 
the administrative expenses exceed the amount above stated, such finding 
is sufficient ground to justify the commissioner in revoking his consent to 
the establishment, maintenance and operation by such corporation of the 
service plan. 


Section 7. (1) No corporation subject to provision of this act may be 
permitted to do any business in this state unless, in addition to the other 
requirements of law, it has and maintains liquid reserves in an amount 
not less than five percent (5%) of the corporation’s subscription income 
collected in the preceding year not exceeding two million dollars ($2,000,- 
000), plus two and one-half percent (242%) of such income exceeding two 
million dollars ($2,000,000) but not exceeding ten million dollars ($10,- 
000,000), plus one percent (1%) of such income exceeding ten million 
dollars ($10,000,000); but, in no event shall such reserves be less than fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000). All corporations subject to the provisions of 
this act shall place on deposit with the commissioner a guarantee fund of 
cash or approved securities in an amount determined by such formula, 
but not less than fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) nor more than one hun- 
dred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000). Any amount of liquid reserves 
required by this Subsection in excess of one hundred fifty thousand dollars 
($150,000) shall be maintained by the corporation at all times, but shall not 
be required to be placed on deposit with the insurance commissioner. 


(2) The cash or securities representing the guarantee fund required 
by this Section shall be deposited with the commissioner who shall give 
receipts for all securities so deposited with him to the corporation de- 
positing them. It is the duty of the commissioner upon the receipt of such 
securities to deposit the same in the presence of an authorized officer of 
the depositing corporation, in a safety deposit box, accessible only to the 
commissioner or his representative who may be an employee of the insur- 
ance division or a designated trust officer of the depository and an author- 
ized officer of the corporation, in the vault of any bank, trust company, 
or safety deposit company in the State of Montana to be selected by the 
commissioner, and the depositing corporation shall pay the fees for such 
boxes. So long as the depositing corporation continues solvent the com- 
missioner shall permit such corporation to collect and receive the interest 
and dividends on the securities so deposited, and from time to time, with- 
draw any such securities on depositing other acceptable securities in the 
place of those so withdrawn. If the commissioner willfully fails, refuses, 
or neglects to faithfully keep, deposit, and account for any such securities 
received by him, or willfully fails, refuses, or neglects to furnish proper 
certificate of securities so held by him, the commissioner is responsible 
upon his official bond, and suit may be brought upon the bond by any 
person damaged by such failure, refusal, or neglect. — 


Section 8. Every corporation subject to the provisions of this act shall 
notify the commissioner through its proper officer or agent of the name, 
title, and address of each person it desires appointed to act as the corpora- 
tion’s enrollment representative. The notice shall be accompanied by an 
application from the appointee, and shall be in writing upon a form fur- 
nished by the commissioner. If upon receipt of such written notice, when 
accompanied by the fee required by the commissioner it appears that the 
appointee is a competent and suitable person who intends to hold himself 
out in good faith as the corporation’s agent, and that he qualifies under 
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the provisions of this Section, the commissioner shall issue to such ap- 
pointee a license which states in substance that the person named is a con- 
stituted enrollment representative of the corporation in this state. The 
commissioner may at any time prior to the granting of such license re- 
quire an appointee to submit to an examination, in a form prescribed by 
the commissioner, on the qualifications of such person to act as an enroll- 
ment representative or agent in this state. 


Section 9. If for cause shown, and after a hearing or examination the 
commissioner determines any person to be unsuitable to act as an enroll- 
ment representative or agent, he shall refuse to issue a license or shall 
revoke any license previously issued, and shall notify in writing both the 
appointee and the corporation of such refusal. Unless revoked by the 
commissioner or unless the corporation by written notification to the com- 
missioner cancels the authority of an agent or enrollment representative 
to act for it, any license issued or any renewal thereof shall expire on 
January 1 after its issuance and may be renewed annually upon payment 
of an annual license renewal fee as established by the commissioner. 


Section 10. Untrue and misleading statements or items of information; 
deceptive contracts. For the purpose of this act: 


(1) <A statement or item of information shall be deemed to be untrue 
if it does not conform to fact in any respect which is or may be significant 
to a member of, or person considering enrollment in, a health care service 
plan. 


(2) <A statement or item of information shall be deemed to be mis- 
leading, whether or not it may be literally untrue, if, in the total context 
in which such statement is made or such item of information is communi- 
cated, such statement or item of information may be reasonably understood 
by a reasonable person, not possessing special knowledge regarding health 
care coverage, as indicating any benefit or advantage or the absence of 
any exclusion, limitation, or disadvantage or possible significance to a 
member of, or person considering enrollment in, a health care service plan, 
if such benefit or advantage or absence of limitation, exclusion or dis- 
advantage does not in fact exist. 


(3) A membership contract shall be deemed to be deceptive if the 
contract taken as a whole, and with consideration given to typography and 
format, as well as language, shall be such as to cause a reasonable person, 
not possessing special knowledge regarding health care coverage and con- 
tracts therefor, to expect benefits, services, rates or other advantages which 
the contract does not provide or which the health care service plan issuing 
such contract does not regularly make available for members covered under 
such contract. 


Section 11. Use of untrue or misleading advertising or solicitation of 
deceptive contracts. It shall be a violation of this act for any health 
service corporation or any representative of a health service corporation to 
use, or cause, or knowingly to permit the use of: 


(1) advertising which is untrue or misleading; 
(2) solicitation which is untrue or misleading; 


(3) any form of membership contract which is deceptive. 


Section 12. Inspection of books and records. The books and records of 
any health service corporation shall be open to inspection or examination 
of the attorney general at all times during normal business hours. However, 
the commissioner shall make an examination of each corporation subject to 
the provisions of this Chapter at least once every three (3) years, and the 
corporation examined shall pay to the commissioner a fee as determined by 
the commissioner for making such examination. 
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Section 18. Revocation of certificate—appeal. 


(1) The commissioner may not make public the result of any exami- 
nation or investigation of any corporation found to be insolvent, or with 
its capital impaired prior to suspending or revoking the authority of such 
company to do business in this state. If the commissioner determines, after 
examination, hearing, or other evidence, that such corporation is in an 
unsound condition, or has failed to comply with the law, or with the pro- 
visions of its charter, or that its condition is, or its methods are, such as 
to render its operation hazardous to the public, or to its subscribers, or 
that its actual assets, exclusive of its capital, are less than its liabilities, 
or if its officers or agents refuse to submit to examination, or to perform 
any legal obligation relative thereto, or refuse on behalf of the corporation 
to pay the examination charges, he shall suspend or revoke all certificates 
of authority granted to said corporation, and to its officers or agents, and 
shall cause notice thereof to be published in daily newspapers published 
in the major cities of the state, and no solicitation of new business shall 
thereafter be done by it or its agents in this state, while such default or 
disability continues, nor until its authority to do business is restored. Be- 
fore suspending or revoking the certificate of authority of any such corpor- 
ation, the commissioner shall hold a hearing on the question of whether 
the certificate should be revoked or suspended. 


(2) The notice, hearing and appeal procedures shall be the same as 
that required for contested cases under the Montana Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act. 


Section 14. Complaints. Any individual member of a corporation sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Chapter who believes himself to be aggrieved 
by any act or omission of such corporation or its officers, directors, agents 
or representatives, may file a statement in writing of his grievance in the 
office of the commissioner and the commissioner may make such investi- 
gation of such grievance as he deems appropriate. No such investigation 
by the commissioner shall act as a bar to any suit in a court of competent 
jurisdiction instituted by any such member, or any defense thereto by the 
corporation involved. 


Section 15. Rules and regulations; violations. The commissioner may 
adopt, amend, or repeal such rules and regulations as are necessary for the 
enforcement of the provisions of this act. Such rules and regulations shall 
be adopted, amended, or repealed in accordance with the provisions of the 
Montana Administrative Procedure Act. The violation of any rules or regu- 
lations enacted by the commissioner for the enforcement of the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed a violation of the provisions of this act. 


Section 16. Scope and effect of act. This act does not: 


(1) authorize any person, other than a licentiate of a healing art, act- 
ing within the scope of his license, to engage directly or indirectly in the 
practice of any healing art; 


(2) affect in any manner the practice of any healing art by any per- 
son duly licensed to engage in such practice; 


(3) repeal, alter, modify, or otherwise affect any act defining, gov- 
erning, or regulating the practice of any healing art; 


(4) authorize any person to regulate, interfere or intervene in any 
manner in the practice of any healing art or in the relationship between 
the practitioner of any healing art and his patients; 


Section 17. Continuation in force of certain contracts. Any member- 
ship contract in force on the effective date of this act may be continued 
in force without change unless the commissioner notifies the health service 
corporation in the manner above specified that the form of the contract 
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or the manner of use violates this act. It is a violation of this act to main- 
tain such a contract in force more than ninety (90) days after such notice 
except for the purpose of continuing to afford health care service to a 
member under such a contract, unless prior to the expiration of the ninety 
(90) days the health service corporation brings an action to nullify or 
vacate such notice. In case of such action, unless the court otherwise 
orders, it is a violation of this act to maintain the contract in force after 
final judgment determining that the form of the contract or the manner 
of its use violates this act. 


Section 18. Taxes. Every nonprofit health care service corporation 
organized or admitted under this act and all of its funds shall be exempt 
from all and every gross premium tax or tax provided for in Section 
40-2821, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section 19. Effective date. This Chapter takes effect on July 1, 1973, 
but any corporation organized prior to the passage of this act, under the 
laws of the State of Montana relating to nonprofit corporations, for the 
purpose of administering, maintaining, and operating a health care service 
plan, as described in this act, shall be allowed a period of one (1) year 
after the effective date of this act to make the applications and filings and 
to meet the requirements set forth in this act provided, that any corpora- 
ion organized prior to the passage of this act shall be allowed a period of 
four (4) years after the effective date of this act to meet the reserve 
requirements.

the legislature hereby finds and declares: 


(1) That, in order to achieve the aforementioned policy objectives, 
promote the health and welfare of the people, control erosion and pollution, 
protect domestic stock and wildlife, preserve agricultural and recreational 
productivity, save cultural, historic, and aesthetic values, and assure a long- 
range dependable tax base, it is reasonably necessary to require, after the 
effective date of this act, that all strip mining operations be limited to 
those for which annual permits are granted, that no permit be issued until 
the operator presents a comprehensive plan for surface reclamation and 
restoration, together with an adequate performance bond, and the plan is 
approved, that certain other things must be done, that certain remedies 
are available, and that certain lands because of their unique or unusual 
characteristics may not be strip mined under any circumstances, all as 
more particularly appears in the remaining provisions of this act. 


(2) That this act be deemed to be an exercise of the authority granted 
in the Montana Constitution, as adopted June 6, 1972, and in particular, a 
response to the mandate expressed in Article IX thereof, and also be 
deemed to be an exercise of the general police power to provide for the 
health and welfare of the people. 


Section 8. Unless the context requires otherwise in this act: 


_ (1) “mineral” means coal, clay, bentonite, phosphate rock, and ura- 
nium; 


(2) “overburden” means all of the earth and other materials which 
lie above a natural mineral deposit and also means such earth and other 
material after removal from their natural state in the process of strip 
mining; 


(3) “strip mining’ means any part of the process followed in the 
production of mineral by the open cut method including mining by the 
auger method or any similar method which penetrates a mineral deposit 
and removes mineral directly through a series of openings made by a 
machine which enters the deposit from a surface excavation, or any other 
mining method or process in which the strata or overburden is removed or 
displaced in order to recover the mineral; 


(4) “prospecting” means the removal of overburden, core drilling, 
construtcion of roads or any other disturbance of the surface for the pur- 
pose of determining the location, quantity, or quality of a natural mineral 
deposit; 


(5) “area of land affected” means the area of land from which over- 
burden is to be or has been removed and upon which the overburden is 
to be or has been deposited and includes all lands affected by the con- 
struction of new railroad loops and roads or the improvement or use of 
existing railroad loops and roads to gain access and to haul the mineral; 


(6) “operation” means all of the premises, facilities, railroad loops, 
roads, and equipment used in the process of producing and removing mineral 
from a designated strip mine area, or prospecting for the purpose of deter- 
mining the location, quality or quantity of a natural mineral deposit; 


(7) “operator” means a person engaged in strip mining who removes 
or intends to remove more than ten thousand (10,000) cubic yards of 
mineral or overburden; 


(8) “person” means a person, partnership, corporation, association, 
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or other legal entity, or any political subdivision, or agency of the state; 


(9) “method of operation” means the method or manner by which the 
cut or open pit is made, the overburden is placed or handled, water is 
controlled and other acts are performed by the operator in the process 
of uncovering and removing the mineral that affect the reclamation of 
the area of land affected; 


(10) “topsoil” means the unconsolidated mineral matter naturally 
presen on the surface of the earth that has been subjected to and influenced 
by genetic and environmental factors of parent materials, climate, macro- 
and microrganisms, and topography, all acting over a period of time, and 
that is necessary for the growth and regeneration of vegetation on the 
surface of the earth; 


(11) “department” means the department of state lands provided for 
in title 82A, Chapter 11; 


(12) “commissioner” means the commissioner of state lands provided 
for in Section 82A-1104; 


(13) “board” means the board of land commissioners provided for in 
Article X. Section 4, of the Constitution of this state; 


(14) “reclamation” means backfilling, grading, highwall reduction, 
topsoiling, planting, revegetation, and other work to restore an area of 
land affected by strip mining under a plan approved by the department; 


(15) “degree” means from the horizontal, and in each case is subject 
to a tolerance of five percent (5%) of the error; 


(16) “bench” means the ledge, shelf, table, or terraces formed in the 
contour method of strip mining; 


(17) “fill bench” means that portion of a bench or table which is 
formed by depositing overburden beyond or down slope from the cut section; 


(18) “abandoned” means an operation where no mineral is being pro- 
duced and where the department determines that the operation will not 
continue or resume. 


Section 4. The board: (1) shall issue after an opportunity for a 
hearing, orders requiring an operator to adopt the remedial measures 
necessary to comply with this act and rules adopted under this act; 


(2) shall issue after an opportunity for a hearing, a final order di- 
recting the department to revoke a permit, when the requirement set forth 
by the notice of non-compliance, order of suspension, or an order of the 
board requiring remedial measures have not been complied with according 
to the terms herein; 


(3) may adopt after an opportunity for a hearing, general rules per- 
taining to strip mining to accomplish the purposes of this act; 


(4) may conduct hearings under provisions of this act or rules adopted 
by the board. 


Section 5. The department: (1) shall exercise general supervision, ad- 
ministration, and enforcement of this act and all rules and orders adopted 
under this act; 


(2) shall examine and pass upon all plans and specifications sub- 
mitted by the operator for the method of operation, backfilling, grading, 
highwall reduction, topsoiling and for the reclamation of the area of 
land affected by his operation;

Section 6. (1) An operator may not engage in strip mining with- 
out having first obtained from the department a permit designating the 
area of land affected by the operation. The permit shall authorize the 
operator to engage in strip mining upon the area of land described in his. 
application for a period of one (1) year from the date of its issuance and 
shall be renewable from year to year thereafter so long as the operator is 
in compliance with the requirements of this act and agrees to comply with 
all applicable laws and rules in effect at the time of renewal; 


(2) An operator desiring a permit shall file an application which 
shall contain a complete and detailed plan for the mining, reclamation, re- 
vegetation, and rehabilitation of the land and water to be affected. Such 
plan shall reflect thorough advance investigation and study by the operator 
and shall include all known or readily discoverable past and present uses 
of the land and water to be affected and the approximate period of such 
use and shal] state: 


(a) the location and area of land to be affected by the operation, with 
a description of access to the area from the nearest public highways; 


(b) the owner of the surface of the area of land to be affected by the. 
permit and the owner of all surface area within five hundred (500) feet 
of any part of the affected area; 


(c) the owner of the mineral to be mined; 


(d) the source of the applicant’s legal right to mine the mineral on. 
the land affected by the permit; 


(e) the permanent and temporary post office addresses of the appli- 
cant; 


(f) whether the applicant or any person associated with the applicant. 
holds or has held any other permits under this act, and an identification: 
of those permits: 


(g) whether the applicant is in compliance with Subsection (2) of 
Section 17 and whether every officer, partner, director, or any individual 
owning of record or beneficially (along or with associates) if known, ten 
percent (10%) or more of any class of stock of the applicant, is subject to 
any of the provisions of Subsection (2) of Section 17 and he shall so certify; 


(h) such other or further information as the department may require. 


(3) The application for a permit shall be accompanied by two (2) 
copies of a map meeting the requirements of the Subsections below. The 
map shall: 


(a) identify the area to correspond with the application; 


(b) show any adjacent deep mining and the boundaries of surface: 
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properties and names of owners of the affected area and within five hun- 
dred (500) feet of any part of the affected area; 


(c) show the names and locations of all streams, creeks, or other 
bodies of water, roads, buildings, cemeteries, oil and gas wells, and utility 
ae on the area of land affected and within five hundred (500) feet of 
such area; 


(d) show by appropriate markings the boundaries of the area of land 
affected, any cropline of the seam or deposit of mineral to be mined, and 
the total number of acres involved in the area of land affected; 


_ (e) show the date on which the map was prepared and the north 
point; 


(f) show the drainage plan on and away from the area of land af- 
fected. This plan shall indicate the directional flow of water, constructed 
drainways, natural waterways used for drainage, and the streams or 
tributaries receiving the discharge; 


(g) show the proposed location of waste or refuse area; 


(h) show the proposed location of temporary subsoil and topsoil stor- 
age area; 


(i) show the location of test boring holes, the results of which may 
be required to be furnished as part of the permit application; 


(j) show the surface location lines of any geologic cross-sections 
which may be required by the department; 


(k) be certified as follows: “I, the undersigned, hereby certify that 
this map is correct, and shows to the best of my knowledge and belief all 
the information required by the strip mining laws of this state.” The 
certification shall be signed and notarized. The department may reject a 
map as incomplete if its accuracy is not so attested; 


(1) contain such other or further information as the department may 
require. 


(4) In addition to the information and maps required above, each 
application for a permit shall be accompanied by detailed plans or proposals 
showing the method of operation, the manner, time or distance, and esti- 
mated cost for backfilling, grading work, highway reduction, topsoiling, 
planting, revegetating, and reclamation plan for the affected area, which 
proposals shall meet the requirements of this act and rules adopted under 
this act. 


(5) An application fee of fifty dollars ($50.00) plus an acreage fee of 
two hundred dollars ($200) for each acre or fraction thereof of the area 
of land to be affected each year shall be paid before the permit required 
in this Section shall be issued; provided, however, that any operator who 
expects to produce less than fifty thousand (50,000) tons of coal per year, 
or produce or mine other minerals in minimal amounts as defined and 
established by the department, shall only pay a fee of twenty-five dollars 
($25) for each acre or fraction thereof of land to be affected each year. 
The operator shall file with the department a bond payable to the State 
of Montana with surety satisfactory to the department in the penal sum 
to be determined by the board (on the recommendation of the commis- 
sioner) of not less than two hundred dollars ($200) nor more than twenty- 
five hundred dollars ($2,500) for each acre or fraction thereof of the area- 
of land affected, wtih a minimum bond of two thousand dollars ($2,000), 
conditioned upon the faithful performance of the requirements set forth 
in this act and of the rules of the board. In determining the amount of 
the bond within the above limits, the board shall take into consideration 
the character and nature of the overburden, the future suitable use of 
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the land involved and the cost of backfilling, grading, highwall reduction, 
topsoiling, and reclamation to be required. In a particular instance where 
the circumstances are such as to warrant an exception, the board, in its 
discretion, may reduce the amount of the bond for a particular operation 
to less than the required minimum. 


Section 7. The department may increase or reduce the area of land 
affected by an operation under a permit on application by an operator, but 
an increase may not extend the period for which an original permit was 
issued. An operator may, at any time within one (1) year from the date 
of issuance of the permit, apply to the department for an amendment of the 
permit so as to increase or reduce the acreage affected by it. The operator 
shall file an application and map in the same form and with the same 
content as required for an original application under this act and shall 
pay an application fee of fifty dollars ($50) plus an acreage fee in the 
amount to be determined under Section 6 for each acre or fraction of an 
acre of the increase approved, and shall file with the department a supple- 
mental bond in the amount to be determined under Section 6 for each acre 
or fraction of an acre of the increase approved. If the department approves 
a reduction in the acreage covered by the original or supplemental permit, 
it shall release the bond for each acre reduced, but in no case shall the 
bond be reduced below two thousand dollars ($2,000), except as provided 
in Subsection (5) of Section 6. 


Section 8. (1) On and after the effective date of this act prospecting 
by any person on land not included in a valid strip mining permit shall 
be unlawful without possessing a valid prospecting permit issued by the 
department as provided in this Section. No prospecting permit shall be 
issued until the operator submits an application, the application is exam- 
ined, amended if necessary, and approved by the department, and adequate 
reclamation performance bond is posted, all of which prerequisites must 
be done in conformity with the requirements of this act. 


(2) An application for a prospecting permit shall be made in writing, 
notarized, and submitted to the department in duplicate upon forms pre- 
pared and furnished by it. The application shall include among other things, 
a prospecting map and a prospecting reclamation plan of substantially the 
same character as required for a surface mining map and reclamation plan 
under this act. The department shall determine, by rules and regulations, 
the precise nature of such required prospecting map and reclamation plan. 
Any operator who intends to prospect by means of core drilling shall 
specify the location and number of holes to be drilled, and such other 
information as may be required by the department. The applicant must 
state what types of prospecting and excavating techniques will be em- 
ployed on the affected land. The application shall also include any other 
or further information the department may require. 


(3) The application shall be accompanied by a fee of one hundred 
dollars ($100). This fee shall be used as a credit toward the strip mining 
permit fee provided by this act if the area covered by the prospecting permit 
becomes covered by a valid surface mining permit obtained before or at 
the time the prospecting permit expires. 


(4) Before the department gives final approval to the prospecting 
permit application, the applicant shall file with the department a reclama- 
tion and revegetation bond in a form and in an amount as determined in the 
ste manner for strip mining reclamation and revegetation bonds under 
this act. 


(5) In the event that the holder of a prospecting permit desires to 
strip mine the area covered by the prospecting permit, and has fulfilled 
all the requirements for a strip mining permit, the department may permit 
the postponement of the reclamation of the acreage prospected if that 
acreage is incorporated into the complete reclamation plan submitted with 
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the application for a strip mining permit. Any land actually affected by 
prospecting or excavating under a prospecting permit and not covered by 
the strip mining reclamation plan shall be promptly reclaimed. 


(6) The prospecting permit shall be valid for one (1) year, and shall 
be subject to renewal, suspension, and revocation in the same manner as 
strip mining permits under this act. / 


(7) The holder of the prospecting permit shall file with the depart- 
ment the same progress reports, maps, and revegetation progress reports, 
as are required of strip mining operators under this act. 


Section 9. (1) An application for a prospecting or strip mining per- 
mit shall not be approved by the department if there is found on the basis 
of the information set forth in the application, an on site inspection, and 
an evaluation of the operation by the department that the requirements of 
the act or rules will not be observed or that the proposed method of oper- 
ation, backfilling, grading, highwall reduction, topsoiling, revegetation, or 
reclamation of the affected area cannot be carried out consistent with the 
purpose of this act. 


(2) The department shall not approve the application for prospecting 
or strip mining permit where the area of land described in the application 
includes land having special, exceptional, critical, or unique characteristics, 
or that mining or prospecting on that area would, to a significant degree, 
adversely affect the use, enjoyment, or fundamental character of neighbor- 
ing land having special, exceptional, critical, or unique characteristics. For 
the purposes of this act, land is defined as having such characteristics if 
it possesses special, exceptional, critical or unique: 


(a) biological productivity, the less of which would jeopardize certain 
species of wildlife or domestic stock; or 


(b) ecological fragility, in the sense that the land, once adversely 
affected, could not return to its fermer ecological role in the reasonable 
foreseeable future; or 


(c) ecological importance, in the sense that the particular land has 
such a strong influence on the total ecosystem of which it is a part that 
even temporary effects felt by it could precipitate a system-wide reaction 
of unpredictable scope or dimensions; or 


(d) scenic, historic, archaelogic, topographic, geologic, ethnologic, 
scientific, cultural, or recreational significance. In applying this Subsection, 
particular attention should be paid to the inadequate preservation previously 
accorded Plains Indian history and culture. 


(3) If the department finds that the overburden on any part of the 
area of land described in the application for a prospecting or strip mining 
permit is such that experience in the state with a similar type of operation 
upon land with similar overburden shows that substantial deposition of 
sediment in streambeds, landslides, or water pollution cannot feasibly be 
prevented, the department shall delete that part of the land described in 
the application upon which the overburden exists. 


(4) If the department finds that the operation will constitute a haz- 
ard to a dwelling house, public building, school, church, cemetery, com- 
mercial or institutional building, public road, stream, lake, or other public 
property, the department shall delete those areas from the prospecting or 
strip mining permit application before it can be approved. 


Section 10. (1) As rapidly, completely, and effectively as the most 
modern technology and the most advanced state of the art will allow, each 
operator granted a permit under this act, shall reclaim and revegetate the 
land affected by his operation. Under the provisions of this act and rules 
adopted by the board, an operator shall prepare and carry out a method of 
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operation, plan of grading, backfilling, highwall reduction, topsoiling and 
a reclamation plan for the area of land affected by his operation. In de- 
veloping a method of operation, and plans of backfilling, grading, highwall 
reduction, topsoiling and reclamation, all measures shall be taken to elimi- 
nate damages to landowners and members of the public, their real and 
personal property, public roads, streams and all other public property from 
soil erosion, landslides, water pollution, and hazards dangerous to life and 
property. The plan shall be submitted to the department and the depart- 
ment shall notify the applicant by registered mail within one hundred 
twenty (120) days after receipt of the plan and complete application if 
it is or is not acceptable. The department may extend the one hundred 
twenty (120) days an additional one hundred twenty (120) days upon noti- 
fication of the operator in writing. If the plan is not acceptable, the de- 
partment shall set forth the reasons why the plan is not acceptable and 
it may propose modifications, delete areas, or reject the entire plan. A 
land owner, operator, or any person aggrieved by the decision of the de- 
partment may, by written notice, request a hearing by the board. The 
board shall notify the person by registered mail within twenty (20) days 
after the hearing of its decision. Every reclamation plan shall be subject 
to annual review and modification. 


(2) In addition to the method of opexation, grading, backfilling, high- 
wall reduction, topsoiling and reclamation requirements of this act and rules 
adopted under this act, the operator, consistent with the directives of Sub- 
section (1) of this Section shall: 


(a) bury under adequate fill all toxic materials, shale, mineral, or any 
other material determined by the department to be acid producing, toxic, 
undesirable, or creating a hazard; 


(b) seal off, as directed by rules, any breakthrough of water creating 
a hazard; 


(c) impound, drain, or treat all runoff water so as to reduce soil 
erosion, damage to grazing and agricultural lands, and pollution of streams 
and other waters; 


(d) remove all metal, lumber, and other refuse resulting from the 
operation; 


(e) use explosives in connection of the operation only in accordance 
with department regulations designed to minimize noise, surface damage to 
adjacent lands, and water pollution, ensure public safety, and for other 
purposes. 


(3) An operator may not throw, dump, pile or permit the dumping, 
piling, or throwing or otherwise placing any overburden, stones, rocks, 
mineral, earth, soil, dirt, debris, trees, wood, logs or any other materials 
or substances of any kind or nature beyond or outside of the area of land 
which is under permit and for which a bond has been posted under Section 
6, or place the materials described in this Section in such a way that normal 
erosion or slides brought about by natural physical causes will permit the 
materials to go beyond or outside of the area of land which is under permit 
and for which a bond has been posted under Section 6. 


Section 11. (1) Area strip mining, a method of operation which does 
not produce a bench or fill bench, is required. All highwalls must be re- 
duced and the steepest slope of the reduced highwall shall be no greater 
than eighteen (18) degrees from the horizontal. Highwall reduction and 
backfilling shall be commenced at or beyond the top of the highwall and 
sloped to the toe of the spoil bank at a maximum angle not to exceed the 
approximate original contour of the land. Such reduction and backfilling 
shall eliminate all highwalls and spoil peaks. When directed by the de- 
partment, the operator shall construct in the final grading, such diversion 
ditches, depressions, or terraces as will accumulate or control the water 
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runoff. Additional restoration work may be required by the department 
according to rules adopted by the board. 


(2) In addition to the backfilling and grading requirements, the 
operator’s method of operation on steep slopes may be regulated and con- 
trolled according to rules adopted by the board. These rules may require 
any measure whatsoever to accomplish the purpose of this act. 


(3) All available topsoil shall be removed in a separate layer, guarded 
from erosion and pollution, kept in such a condition that it can sustain 
vegetation of at least the quality and variety it sustained prior to removal, 
and returned as the top layer after the operation has been backfilled and 
graded; provided that the operator shall accord substantially the same 
treatment to any subsurface deposit of material that is capable, as deter- 
mined by the department, of supporting surface vegetation virtually as 
well as the present topsoil; 


(4) As determined by rules of the board, time limits shall be estab- 
lished requiring backfilling, grading, highwall reduction, topsoiling, and 
planting to be kept current. All backfilling, grading, and topsoiling shall 
be completed before necessary equipment is moved from the operation. 


(5) When the backfilling, grading, and topsoiling have been completed 
and approved by the department, the commissioner may release the bond 
which was filed for that portion of the operation in its full amount less 
two hundred dollars ($200) per acre, which shall be retained by the de- 
partment until such time as the planting and revegetation is done accord- 
ing to law and approved by the department, at which time the commis- 
sioner shall release the bond in the remaining amount of two hundred dol- 
lars ($200) per acre. 


(6) An operator may propose alternative plans other than backfilling, 
grading, highwall reduction, or topsoiling if the restoration will be con- 
sistent with the purpose of this act. These plans shall be submitted to the 
department, and, after consultation with the landowner, if the plans are 
approved by the board and complied with within the time limits as may be 
determined by the board as being reasonable for carrying out the plans, the 
backfilling, grading, highwall reduction, or topsoiling requirements of this 
act may be modified by the board. 


Section 12. After the operation has been backfilled, graded, topsoiled, 
and approved by the department, the operator shall prepare the soil and 
plant such legumes, grasses, shrubs, and trees upon the area of land af- 
fected as are necessary to provide a suitable permanent diverse vegetative 
cover capable of: 


(a) feeding and withstanding grazing pressure from a quantity and 
mixture of wildlife and livestock at least comparable to that which the 
land could have sustained prior to the operation; 


(b) regenerating under the natural conditions prevailing at the site, 
including occasional drought, heavy snowfalls, and strong winds; and 


(c) preventing soil erosion to the extent achieved prior to the opera- 
tion. 


The seed or plant mixtures, quantities, method of planting, type and 
amount of lime or fertilizer, mulching, irrigation, fencing, and any other 
measures necessary to provide a suitable permanent diverse vegetative 
cover shall be defined by rules of the board. 


Section 18. The operator shall commence the reclamation of the area 
of land affected by his operations as soon as possible after the beginning 
of strip mining of that area in accordance with plans previously approved 
by the department. Those grading, backfilling, topsoiling, and water man- 
agement practices that are approved in the plans shall be kept current with 
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the operation as defined by rules of the board and a permit or supplement 
to a permit may not be issued, if in the discretion of the department, these 
practices are not current. 


Section 14. (1) When the planting of a permit area is completed, the 
operator shall file a planting report with the department on a form to be 
prescribed and furnished by the department, giving the following infor- 
mation: 


(a) identification of the operation; 

(b) the type of planting or seeding, including mixtures and amounts; 
(c) the date of planting or seeding; 

(d) the area of land planted; 

(e) any other relevant information the department requires. 


(2) All planting reports shall be certified by the operator. 


(3) Inspection and evaluation for permanent diverse vegetative cover 
shall be made as soon as it is possible to determine if a satisfactory stand 
has been established. If the department determines that a satisfactory 
permanent diverse vegetative cover has been established, it shall release 
the remaining bond held on the area reclaimed. 


Section 15. All legumes, grasses, shrubs, and trees which are planted 
or seeded on the area of land affected as required by this act or rules 
adopted under this act, become the property of the landowner, unless the 
operator and the landowner agree otherwise. 


Section 16. Within sixty (60) days after the date of expiration of a 
permit, the operator shall file with the department a report stating the 
exact number of acres of land affected by the operation, the extent of the 
reclamation already accomplished by him, and any other information re- 
quired by the rules of the department and the board. The report shall be 
accompanied by a copy of the map filed with the original application which 
shall show any revisions made necessary by results of the operation. 


Section 17. If any of the requirements of this act or rules or orders of 
the department and the board have not been complied with within the time 
limits set by the department or the board or by this act, the department 
shall serve a notice of noncompliance on the operator, or where found 
necessary, the commissioner shall order the suspension of a permit. The 
notice or order shall be handed to the operator in person or served by 
registered mail addressed to the permanent address shown on the applica- 
tion for a permit. The notice of noncompliance or order of suspension shall 
specify in what respects the operator has failed to comply with this act or 
the rules or orders of the department and the board. If the operator has 
not reached an agreement with the department or has not complied with 
the requirement set forth in the notice of noncompliance or order of sus- 
pension within time limits set therein, the permit may. be revoked by order 
of the board and the performance bond forfeited to the department. 


(2) Any additional permits held by an operator whose mining permit 
has been revoked shall be suspended and the operator is not eligible to 
receive another permit or to have the suspended permits reinstated until 
he has complied with all the requirements of this act in respect to former 
permits issued him. An operator who has forfeited a bond is not eligible 
to receive another permit unless the land for which the bond was forfeited 
has been reclaimed without cost to the state, or the operator has paid into 
the reclamation account a sum the board finds adequate to reclaim the 
lands. The department may not issue any additional permits to an operator 
who has repeatedly been in noncompliance or violation of this act. 
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Section 18. Where one operator succeeds another at an uncompleted 
operation, either by sale, assignment, lease, or otherwise, the department 
may release the first operator from all liability under this act as to that 
particular operation if both operators have been issued a permit and have 
otherwise complied with the requirements of this act, and the successor 
operator assumes as part of his obligation under this act, all liability for 
the reclamation of the area of land affected by the former operator. 


Section 19. (1) All fees, forfeit funds, and other moneys available or 
paid to the department under the provisions of this act shall be placed in 
the state treasury and credited to a special agency account to be designated 
as the strip mining and reclamation fund. This fund shall be available to 
the department by appropriation and shall be expended for the adminis- 
tration and enforcement of this act and for the reclamation and revegeta- 
tion of land and the rehabilitation of water affected by strip mining opera- 
tions. Any unencumbered and any unexpended balance of this fund re- 
maining at the end of any fiscal year shall not lapse but shall be carried 
forward for the purposes of this act until expended or until appropriated 
by subsequent legislative action. 


Section 20. (1) The board may receive any federal funds, state funds, 
or any other funds for the reclamation of land affected by strip mining. 
The board may have reclamation work done by its own employees or by 
employees of other governmental agencies, soil conservation districts, or 
through contracts with qualified persons. 


(2) Any funds or any public works programs available to the board 
shall be used and expended to reclaim and rehabilitate lands that have 
been subjected to strip mining that have not been reclaimed and rehabili- 
tated in accordance with the standards of this act. 


Section 21. The board may reclaim, in keeping with the provisions of 
this act, any affected lands with respect to which a bond has been forfeited 
and to use moneys appropriated from the strip mining and reclamation 
fund for such purposes. 


Section 22. A resident of this state, with knowledge that a requirement 
of this act or a rule adopted under this act, is not being enforced by a pub- 
lic officer or employee whose duty it is to enforce the requirement or rule 
may bring the failure to enforce to the attention of the public officer or 
employee by a written statement under oath that shall state the specific 
facts of the failure to enforce the requirement or rule. Knowingly making 
false statements or charges in the affidavit subjects the affiant to penal- 
ties prescribed under the law of perjury. 


(2) If the public officer or employee neglects or refuses for an un- 
reasonable time after receipt of the statement to enforce the requirement 
or rule, the resident may bring an action of mandamus in the district 
court of the first judicial district of this state, in and for the county of 
Lewis and Clark, or in the district court of the county in which the land 
is located. The court, if satisfied that a requirement of this act or a rule 
adopted under this act, is not being enforced may order the public officer 
or employee, whose duty it is to enforce the requirement or rule, to perform 
his duties. If he fails to do so, the public officer or employee shall be held 
in contempt of court and is subject to the penalties provided by law. 


(3) An owner of an interest in real property who obtains all or part 
of his supply of water for domestic, agricultural, industrial, or other legiti- 
mate use from an underground source other than a subterranean stream 
having a permanent, distinct, and known channel, may sue an operator to 
recover damages for contamination, diminution, or interruption of the 
water supply, proximately resulting from strip mining. 


(4) A servient tract of land is not bound to receive surface water 
contaminated by strip mining on a dominant tract of land, and the owner 
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of the servient tract may sue an operator to recover the damages proxi- 
mately resulting from the natural drainage from the dominant tract of 
surface waters contaminated by strip mining on the dominant tract. 


(5) This Section does not create, modify, or affect any right, liability, 
or remedy other than as expressly provided in this Section. 


Section 28. (1) <A person or operator who violates any of the pro- 
visions of this act or rules or orders adopted under this act shall pay a 
civil penalty of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) nor more than 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) for the violation, and an additional civil 
penalty of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) nor more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) for each day during which a violation continues, 
and may be enjoined from continuing such violations as hereinafter pro- 
vided in this Section. These penalties shall be recoverable in any action 
brought in the name of the State of Montana by the attorney general in 
the district court of the first judicial district of this state, in and for the 
county of Lewis and Clark, or in the district court having jurisdiction of 
the defendant. 


(2) The attorney general shall, upon the request of the commissioner, 
sue for the recovery of the penalties provided in this Section for, and bring 
an action for a restraining order, temporary or permanent injunction, 
against an operator or other person violating or threatening to violate an 
order adopted under this act. 


(8) A person who willfully violates any of the provisions of this act, 
or any determination or order adopted under this act which has become 
final is guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not less than five 
hundred dilars ($500) and not more than five thousand dollars ($5,000). 
Each day on which a violation occurs constitutes a separate offense. 


Section 24. All hearings and appeal procedures shall be in accordance 
with Sections 82-4209 through 82-4217. 


Section 25. If a part of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are 
severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of this act is 
invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains in effect in 
all valid applications that are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 26. Sections 50-1018 through 50-1033, R.C.M. 1947, are re- 
pealed. 


Section 27. The State of Montana shall, sixty (60) days after the 
effective date of this act, cancel or terminate all existing contracts entered 
into by the State of Montana and coal operators pursuant to Chapter 245, 
Session Laws of 1967. 


Section 28. This act is effective on September 1, 1973.”

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Upon motion of Senator Groff, duly carried, that the rules of the 43rd 
Legislative Assembly be suspended in order to introduce two bills. 


Senator Flynn rose on a Point of Order that Senator Hazelbaker’s 
motion to Indefinitely Postpone Senate Bill No. 280 on February 10, 1973 
was improperly presented to the Senate according to Section 491 and 
Section 285 of the Mason Rules. 


Motion was made by Senator Mathers that the appeal of Senator Flynn 
be referred to the Rules Committe for a ruling on Senator Hazelbaker’s 
motion to Indefinitely Postpone Senate Bill No. 280 and that the Rules 
Committee meet immediately upon recess. 


Upon motion of Senator Lynch, duly carried, the Senate recessed. 
Senate reconvened. 


At this time, Senator Lynch reported to the Senate the decision of 
the Rules Committee on the motion of Senator Hazelbaker. Said motion 
was ruled proper and the rule of the Chair was proper in its decision. 


Senator McKeon having voted on the prevailing side in adopting an 
adverse committee report on Senate Bill No. 280, moved that the Senate 
reconsider its action in accepting the motion to Indefinitely Postpone. 
Motion failed. 
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Upon motion of Senator Siderius, duly carried, that Senate Bill No. 
124 be taken from Second Reading and rereferred to the Committee on 
Labor and Employment.

“Section 1. Short title. This act shall be known and may be cited 
as the “Montana Water Use Act.” 


Section 2. Declaration of policy and purpose. (1) Pursuant to Article 
IX of the Montana Constitution, the legislature declares that any use of 
water is a public use, and that the waters within the state are the property 
of the state for the use of its people and are subject to appropriation for 
beneficial uses as provided in this act. 


(2) <A purpose of this act is to implement Article IX, Section 3(4) of 
the Montana Constitution, which requires that the legislature provide for 
the administration, control, and regulation of water rights and establish a 
system of centralized records of all water rights. The legislature declares 
that this system of centralized records recognizing and establishing all 
water rights is essential for the documentation, protection, preservation 
and future beneficial use and development of Montana’s water for the state 
and its citizens, and for the continued development and completion of the 
comprehensive state water plan. 


(8) Itis the policy of this state and a purpose of this act to encourage 
the wise use of the state’s water resources by making them available for 
appropriation consistent with this act, and to provide for the wise utiliza- 
tion, development, and conservation of the waters of the state for the maxi- 
mum benefit of its people with the least possible degradation of the natural 
aquatic ecosystems. In pursuit of this policy, the state encourages the 
development of facilities which store and conserve waters for beneficial 
use, for the maximization of the use of those waters in Montana, for the 
stabilization of stream flows, and for groundwater recharge. 


(4) Pursuant to Article IX, Section 3(1) of the Montana Constitution, 
it is further the policy of this state and a purpose of this act to recognize 
and confirm all existing rights to the use of any waters for any useful or 
beneficial purpose. 


Section 3. Definitions. Unless the context requires otherwise, in this 
act: 


(1) “Water” means all water of the state, surface and subsurface, 
regardless of its character or manner of occurence, including geothermal 
water. 


(2) “Beneficial use’ means a use of water for the benefit of the 
appropriator, other persons, or the public, including, but not limited to, 
agricultural (including stock water), domestic, fish and wildlife, industrial, 
irrigation, mining, municipal, power, and recreational uses. 


(8) “Appropriate” means to divert, impound, or withdraw (including 
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by stock for stock water) a quantity of water, or in the case of a public 
agency to reserve water in accordance with Section 26. 


(4) “Existing right” means a right to the use of water which would 
be protected under the law as it existed prior to the effective date of this 
act. 


(5) “Groundwater” means any water beneath the land surface or be- 
neath the bed of a stream, lake, reservoir, or other body of surface water, 
and which is net a part of that surface water. 


(6) “Well” means any artificial opening or excavation in the ground, 
however made, by which groundwater is sought or through which it flows 
under natural pressures or is artificially withdrawn. 


(7) “Permit” means the permit to appropriate issued by the depart- 
ment under Sections 16 through 23. 


(8) “Certificate” means the certificate of water right issued by the 
department under Sections 15, 16(5), and 24. 


(9) “Declaration” means the declaration of an existing right filed 
with the department under Section 8. 


(10) “‘Waste’” means the unreasonable loss of water through the de- 
sign or negligent operation of an appropriation or water distribution 
facility, or the application of water to anything but a beneficial use. 


(11) “Person” means an individual, association, partnership, corpora- 
tion, state agency, political subdivision, and the United States or any 
agency thereof. 


(12) “Department” means the Department of Natural Resources and 
Conservation provided for in Title 82A, Chapter 15. 


(138) “Director” means the director of natural resources and conserva- 
tion, a position provided for in Section 82A-1510. 


(14) “Board” means the Board of Natural Resources and Conservation 
provided for in Section 82A-1509. 


Section 4. Powers and duties of department. (1) The department 
shall: 


(a) enforce and administer this act and rules adopted by the board 
under Section 5; 


(b) prescribe procedures, forms, and requirements for applications, 
permits, certificates, declarations, and proceedings under this act, and 
prescribe the information to be contained in any application, declaration 
or other document to be filed with the department under this act; 


(c) keep in its Helena office a centralized public record of permits, 
certificates, declarations, applications, and other documents filed in its 
office under this act; 


(d) cooperate with, assist, advise, and coordinate plans and activities 
with the federal, state, and local agencies in matters relating to this act. 


(2) The department may: 


(a) enter into agreements with federal, state, or local agencies neces- 
sary to carry out this act; 


(b) apply for, accept, administer, and expend funds, grants, gifts, and 
loans from the federal government or any other public or private source for 
the purposes of this act. 
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Section 5. Powers and duties of board. (1) The board may prescribe 
fees or service charges for any public service rendered by the department 
under this act or under Title 89, Chapter 29, including fees for the filing 
of applications or for the issuance of permits and certificates. There shall 
be no fees for the filing of declarations or for the issuance of certificates 
of existing rights. 


(2) The board may adopt rules necessary to implement and carry out 
the purposes and provisions of this act. These rules may include, but are 
not limited to, rules to: 


(a) govern the issuance and terms of interim permits authorizing an 
applicant for a regular permit under this act to begin appropriating water 
immediately, pending final approval or denial by the department of the 
application for a regular permit; 


(b) require the owner or operator of appropriation facilities to install 
and maintain suitable controlling and measuring devices; 


(c) require the owner or operator of appropriation facilities to report 
to the department the readings of measuring devices at reasonable intervals, 
and to file reports on appropriations; 


(d) regulate the construction, use and sealing of wells to prevent the 
waste, contamination or pollution of groundwater. 


(3) The board shall adopt rules providing for and governing tempo- 
rary emergency appropriations, without prior application for a permit, 
necessary to protect lives or property. 


Section 6. Determination of existing rights. (1) The department 
shall, as soon as practicable, determine existing rights. To accomplish this, 
the department shall gather data essential to the proper understanding and 
determination of those existing rights. 


(2) The department may select and specify areas or sources where the 
need for a determination of existing rights is most urgent, and first deter- 
mine the existing rights in those areas or sources. 


Section 7. Data for determination of existing rights. The data gath- 
ered by the department for the determination of existing rights shall in- 
clude, but are not limited to: 


(1) court decrees adjudicating water rights in a proceeding com- 
menced prior to the effective date of this act. A decree, which is based on 
evidence introduced and not upon stipulations or admissions of the parties, 
is determinative of the rights of the parties to it according to its terms; 
however, the decree is only prima facie evidence of the decreed rights if 
there are persons who claim rights, by filing declarations under Section 8, 
which were not determined when the source of water was adjudicated. 
Upon request of the department, the clerks of the district courts shall 
furnish the department copies of all decrees affecting water rights; 


(2) declarations of existing rights filed under Section 8; 


(3) records of rights acquired under the groundwater code (Sections 
89-2911 through 89-2936); 


(4) notices of appropriation filed under Sections 89-801.2 and 89-810;, 
(5) records of declarations filed under Sections 89-121 and 89-813; 
(6) records of statements filed under Section 89-907; 


(7) the findings of water resource surveys conducted by the depart- 
ment and its predecessor agencies; 
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(8) the findings of inspections, surveys, reconnaissance, and investi- 
gations of the area or source involved as the department makes. 


Section 8. Declarations of existing rights. (1) The department shall 
make an order requiring each person claiming an existing right within a 
specified area or from a specified source to file a declaration of existing 
right within six (6) months after the effective date of the order. The 
department shall publish notice of the order once a week for four (4) con- 
secutive weeks prior to its effective date in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion in the affected area. Before the last date of publication, the depart- 
ment shall also serve a copy of the order by certified mail upon each ap- 
propriator or his successor in interest with the specified area or from the 
specified source who has requested mailed notice of the order or of whom 
the department can readily obtain knowledge, and to each person owning 
or being possessed of lands bordering on the stream or source as ascertained. 
from the land ownership records of the appropriate county. The depart- 
ment shall file in its records proof of service of the notice by affidavit of 
the publisher in the case of notice by publication, and by its own affidavit 
in the case of service by mail. 


(2) <A declaration shall be made under oath on a form provided by 
the department. The department shall make the forms available through 
its offices and the offices of the county clerks and recorders. The informa- 
tion required by the department may include, but is not limited to, the 
date of appropriation, the date the water was first applied to a beneficial 
use, the amount of water appropriated, the purpose of the appropriation, 
the place and means of diversion, the place of use, the time during which 
the water is diverted and used each year, and a true copy of any judicial 
decree, notice, or other claim or evidence upon which the existing right 
was initiated or is based. 


(3) Declarations shall be sent to the department by certified mail, 
with a return receipt requested. The return receipt is conclusive evidence 
of receipt, by the department, of the declaration. 


Section 9. Filing of petition (1) The department shall, within a rea- 
sonable time after gathering all data necessary under Section 7 of this act, 
file a petition for determination of existing rights in the source or area 
specified in the order made under Section 8. The department shall file the 
petition in the district court of the judicial district in which the source 
or area is located. 


(2) If the source or area is in two (2) or more judicial districts, the: 
department shall notify the district court of each of the judicial districts 
of its intent to file the petition. Within ten (10) days of receipt of the 
notice, the judges of those district courts shall agree on which district. 
judge shal! hear the petition and shall notify the department of their 
decision. If the district judges fail to agree or to notify the department, 
the department shall file the petition in the district court of the judicial 
district in which the greatest number of persons named in the petition 
reside. 


Section 10. Contents of petition. (1) The petition shall state the 
names of all persons who have filed declarations under Section 8 of this act. 


(2) The department shall file with the petition all data gathered under 
Section 7 of this act. 


(8) If the district court determines that additional data is necessary 
prior to issuing the preliminary decree in order to determine the extent of 
an existing right, it may direct the department or the person claiming the 
right to obtain the necessary data. 


Section 11. Preliminary decree. (1) Within a reasonable time after 
the filing of a petition for determination of existing rights, the court shall 
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issue a preliminary decree. The preliminary decree shall be based on the 
nae submitted with the petition and on any additional data obtained by 
the court. 


(2) The preliminary decree shall contain the information, and make 
the determinations, findings, and conclusions, required for the final decree 
under Section 13 of this act. 


(3) The district court shall send a copy of the preliminary decree by 
certified mail with return receipt requested to the department and to each 
person named in the decree. The return receipt shall be appended to the 
preliminary decree. The cost of mailing the copies shall be paid by the 
department. 


(4) A person named in the preliminary decree may inspect the data 
upon which the decree is based at any time prior to the expiration of the 
period allowed for filing objections. 


Section 12. Hearing on preliminary decree. (1) The department or a 
person whose existing rights and priorities are determined in the prelimi- 
nary decree and who objects to the preliminary decree is entitled to a hear- 
ing thereon before the district court. 


(2) <A request for a hearing shall be filed with the district court, and 
a copy served on the department by certified mail, within sixty (60) days 
after the effective date of the preliminary decree. A person requesting a 
hearing on his objections to the preliminary decree shall also serve, as in 
civil actions, a copy of his request on any person whose rights or priorities 
will be affected if the objections are sustained in the hearing. The rights 
and priorities of a person who is not served shall not be affected by the 
result of the hearing. 


(3) The request for a hearing shall contain a precise statement of the 
findings and conclusions, in the preliminary decree, with which the person 
requesting the hearing disagrees. The request shall specify the para- 
graphs and pages containing the findings and conclusions to which ob- 
jection is made. The request shall state the specific grounds and evidence 
on which the objections are based. The request shall also state the names 
of all other persons on whom it is served. 


(4) If more than one person requests a hearing on objections to the 
preliminary decree, the court may in its discretion hold a single hearing. 
Each hearing shall be conducted as are other civil actions, but the parties 
to the hearing may by agreement and with the court’s permission waive 
any of the procedural or evidentiary rules, or may submit only written 
evidence. Only evidence which is referred to in a request may be introduced 
in a hearing. 


(5) In each hearing, the department shall be a party and is entitled 
to be heard on objections made by any person. The department shall be 
granted adequate time, prior to a hearing, to gather evidence pertinent 
to any objection to be heard in the hearing. 


Section 13. Final decree. (1) The court shall, on the basis of the 
preliminary decree and on the basis of any hearing that may have been 
held, enter a final decree affirming or modifying the preliminary decree. 
If no request for a hearing is filed within the time allowed, the preliminary 
decree automatically becomes final, and the court shall enter it as the final 
decree. 


(2) The final decree shall establish the existing rights and priorities, 
of the persons named in the petition, for the source or area under con- 
sideration. 
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(3) The final decree shall state the findings of fact, along with any 
conclusions of law, upon which the existing rights and priorities of each 
person named in the decree are based. 


(4) For each person who is found to have an existing right, the 
decree shall state: 


(a) the name and post office address of the owner of the right; 

(b) the amount of water included in the right; 

(c) the date of priority of the right; 

(d) the purpose for which the water included in the right is used; 


(e) the place of use and a description of the land to which the right 
is appurtenant; 


(f) the source of the water included in the right; 
(g) the place and means of diversion; 
(h) the time during which the water is used each year; 


(i) any other information necessary to fully define the nature and 
extent of the right; 


(5) The final decree in each existing right determination is final and 
conclusive as to all existing rights in the source or area under considera- 
tion. After the final decree there shall be no existing rights to water in 
the area or source under consideration except as stated in the decree. 


Section 14. Appeals from final decree. (1) A person whose existing 
rights and priorities are determined in the final decree may appeal the 
determination only if: 


(a) he requested a hearing and appeared and entered objections to 
the preliminary decree; or 


(b) his rights as determined in the preliminary decree were altered 
as the result of a hearing, at which he appeared, requested by another 
person. 


(2) An appeal from the final decree shall be taken as provided by the 
Montana Rules of Appellate Civil Procedure. If an appeal is taken from 
the final decree, water from the source or in the area shall be administered 
as required by the final decree, pending a decision on the appeal. 


Section 15. Certificate of water right. When a final decree is entered, 
the court shall send a copy to the department. The department shall, on 
the basis of the final decree, issue to each person decreed an existing right 
a certificate of water right. The original of the certificate shall be sent 
to the county clerk and recorder, in the county where the point of diver- 
sion or place of use is located, for recordation. The department shall keep 
a copy of the certificate in its office in Helena. After recordation, the 
clerk and recorder shall send the certificate to the person to whom the 
right is decreed. 


Section 16. Right to appropriate—application for permit. (1) After 
the effective date of this act and before October 1, 1973, water shall be 
appropriated in the manner provided by law before the effective date of 
this act. Within sixty (60) days after October 1, 1973, a person who has 
made an interim appropriation under this Subsection shall obtain a permit 
from the department. An interim appropriation is provisional, and issuance 
of the permit is subject to all provisions of this act. 


(2) After the effective date of this act, a person may not appropriate 
water except as provided in this act. A person may only appropriate water 
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for a beneficial use. A right to appropriate water may not be acquired by 
any other method, including by adverse use, adverse possession, prescrip- 
tion or estoppel; the method prescribed by this act is exclusive. 


(3) After the effective date of this act, and except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this act, a person may appropriate water only by applying for 
and receiving a permit from the department. The application shall be 
made on a form prescribed by the department. The department shall make 
the forms available through its offices and the offices of the county clerks 
and recorders. The department shall return a defective application for 
correction or completion together with the reasons for returning it. An 
application does not lose priority of filing because of defects, if the appli- 
cation is corrected, completed and refiled with the department within 
thirty (80) days after its return to the applicant, or within a further time 
as the department may allow. 


(4) A permit issued prior to a final determination of existing rights 
is provisional and is subject to that final determination. The amount of 
the appropriation granted in a provisional permit shall be reduced or modi- 
fied where necessary to protect and guarantee existing rights determined 
in the final decree. A person may not obtain any vested right, to an 
appropriation obtained under a provisional permit, by virtue of construction 
of diversion works, purchase of equipment to apply water, planting of 
crops, or other action, where the permit would have been denied or modi- 
fied if the final decree had been available to the department. 


(5) Outside the boundaries of a controlled groundwater area, a permit 
is not required before appropriating groundwater for domestic, agricultural, 
or livestock purposes by means of a well with a maximum yield of less 
than one hundred (100) gallons a minute. Within sixty (60) days of com- 
pletion of the well, the appropriator shall file notice of completion of a 
form provided by the department at its offices and at the offices of the county 
clerks and recorders. Upon receipt of the notice, the department shall auto- 
matically issue a certificate of water right. The original of the certificate 
shall be sent to the county clerk and recorder, in the county where the 
point of diversion or place of use is located, for recordation. The depart- 
ment shall keep a copy of the certificates in its office in Helena. After 
recordation, the clerk and recorder shall send the certificate to the person 
to whom the right is decreed. The date drilling was begun shall determine 
the priority of the right, as long as the notice of completion was filed in 
the prescribed period and as long as the well was completed with reasonable 
diligence. If the notice was not filed in time or the well was not com- 
pleted with reasonable diligence, the date of filing shall determine the 
priority of the right. 


(6) Persons required to file well logs and other information under the 
laws governing the conservation of oil and gas and who do so in compliance 
with those laws, shall be considered to have complied with all of the filing 
requirements of this act to the extent it applies to wells subject to those 
laws. The date of appropriation shall be the date that written notice of in- 
tention to drill is given to the board of oil and gas conservation. A person 
who desires to convert a nonproductive oil or gas well to a water well may 
do so immediately, but shall file a notice of completion or apply for a 
permit, depending on the maximum yield of the well, as otherwise pro- 
vided in this act. 


(7) A person may also appropriate water, without applying for or 
prior to receiving a permit, under rules adopted by the board under Section 
5 of this act. 


Section 17. Notice of application. (1) Upon receipt of a proper appli- 
cation for a permit, the department shall prepare a notice containing the 
facts pertinent to the application and shall publish the notice in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the area of the source once a week for three

(3) consecutive weeks. Before the last date of publication, the department 
shall also serve the notice by certified mail upon an appropriator of water 
or applicant for or holder of a permit who, according to the records of the 
department, may be affected by the proposed appropriation. A notice shall 
also be served upon any public agency that has reserved waters in the 
source under Section 26. The department may, in its discretion, also serve 
notice upon any state agency or other person the department feels may be 
interested in or affected by the proposed appropriation. The department 
shall file in its records proof of service by affidavit of the publisher in 
the case of notice by publication, and by its own affidavit in the case of 
service by mail. 


(2) The notice shall state that by a date set by the department (not 
less than thirty (80) days nor more than sixty (60) days after the last 
date of publication) persons may file with the department written objec- 
tions to the application. 


Section 18. Objections. (1) An objection to an application must be 
filed by the date specified by the department under Section 17(2). 


(2) The objection must state the name and address of the objector, 
and facts tending to show that there are no unappropriated waters in the 
proposed source, that the proposed means of appropriation are inadequate, 
that the property rights, or interests of the objector would be adversely 
affected by the proposed appropriation, or the objector may state any 
other objections to the proposed appropriation he considers pertinent. 


Section 19. Hearings on objections. If the department determines 
that an objection to an application for a permit states a valid objection to 
the issuance of the permit, it shall hold a public hearing on the objection 
within sixty (60) days from the date set by the department for filing of 
objections, after serving notice of the hearing by certified mail upon the 
applicant or the objector. The department may consolidate hearings if 
more than one (1) objection is filed to an application. The department 
shall file in its records proof of the service by affidavit of the department. 


Section 20. Action of application. (1) The department shall grant, 
deny, or condition an application for a permit in whole or in part within 
one hundred twenty (120) days after the last date of publication of the 
notice of application if no hearing is held, and within one hundred eighty 
(180) days if a hearing is held. 


(2) However, an application may not be approved in a modified form 
or upon terms, conditions, or limitations specified by the department, nor 
denied, unless the applicant is first granted an opportunity to be heard. 
If no objection is filed against the application, but the department is of 
the opinion that the application should be approved in a modified form 
or upon terms, conditions or limitations specified by it, or that the applica- 
tion should be denied, the department shall prepare a statement of its 
opinion and the reasons therefor. The department shall serve a statement 
of its opinion by certified mail upon the applicant together with a notice 
that the applicant may obtain a hearing by filing a request therefor within 
thirty (30) days after the notice is mailed. The notice shall further state 
that the application will be modified in a specified manner, or denied, 
unless a hearing is requested. 


Section 21. Criteria for issuance of permit. The department shall 
issue a permit if: 


(1) there are unappropriated waters in the source of supply; 
(2) the rights of a prior appropriation will not be adversely affected; 


(3) the proposed means of diversion or construction are adequate; 
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(4) the proposed use of water is a beneficial use; 


(5) the proposed use will not interfere unreasonable with other planned 
uses or developments for which a permit has been issued or for which water 
has been reserved. 


Section 22. Terms of permit. (1) The department may issue a permit 
for less than the amount of water requested, but in no case may it issue 
a permit for more water than is requested or than can be beneficially used 
without waste for the purpose stated in the application. The department 
may require modification of plans and specifications for the appropriation 
or related diversion or construction. It may issue a permit subject to 
terms, conditions, restrictions, and limitations it considers necessary to 
protect the rights of other appropriators, and it may issue temporary or 
seasonal permits. A permit shall be issued subject to existing rights and 
any final determination of those rights made under this act. 


(2) The department may limit the time for commencement of the 
appropriation works, completion of construction and actual application of 
the water to the proposed beneficial use. In fixing those time limits, the 
department shall consider the cost and magnitude of the project, the engi- 
neering and physical features to be encountered, and, on projects designed 
for gradual development and gradually increased use. For good cause 
shown by the permittee, the department may in its discretion reasonably 
extend time limits. 


(3) The original of the permit shall be sent to the county clerk and 
recorder in the county where the point of diversion or place of use is 
located for recordation, and a copy shall be kept in the office of the de- 
partment in Helena. After recordation, the clerk and recorder shall send 
the certificate to the permittee. 


Section 28. Revocation of permit. If the work on an appropriation is 
not commenced, prosecuted, or completed within the time stated in the per- 
mit or an extension thereof, or if the water is not being applied to the 
beneficial use contemplated in the permit, or if the permit is otherwise 
not being followed, the department may after notice require the permittee 
to show cause why the permit should not be revoked. If the permittee 
fails to show sufficient cause, the department may revoke the permit. 


Section 24. Certificate of water right. (1) Upon actual application of 
water to the proposed beneficial use within the time allowed, the permittee 
shall notify the department that the appropriation has been properly com- 
pleted. The department may then inspect the appropriation, and if it deter- 
mines that the appropriation has been completed in substantial accordance 
with the permit, it shall issue the permittee a certificate of water right. 
The original of the certificate shall be sent to the county clerk and recorder 
in the county wherein the point of diversion or place of use is located for 
recordation, and a duplicate shall be kept in the office of the department in 
Helena. After recordation, the clerk and recorder shall send the certificate 
to the appropriator. 


(2) A certificate of water right in a particular source may not be 
issued prior to a general determination under this act of existing rights 
in that source. 


Section 25. Reservoirs. A person intending to appropriate water by 
means of a reservoir shall apply for a permit as prescribed in this act. 


Section 26. Reservation of waters. (1) The state or any political 
subdivision or agency thereof, or the United States or any agency thereof, 
may apply to the board to reserve waters for existing or future beneficial 
uses, or to maintain a minimum flow, level, or quality of water throughout 
the year or at such periods or for such length of time as the board desig- 
nates. 
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(2) Upon receiving an application, the department shall proceed in 
accordance with Sections 17 through 19. After the hearing provided in 
Section 19, the board shall decide whether to reserve the water for the 
applicant. The department’s costs of giving notice, holding the hearing, 
conducting investigations, and making records, incurred in acting upon the 
application to reserve water, except the cost of salaries of the department’s 
personnel, shall be paid by the applicant. 


(3) The board may not adopt an order reserving water unless the 
applicant establishes to the satisfaction of the board: 


(a) the purpose cf the reservation;, 
(b) the need of the reservation; 
(c) the amount of water necessary for the purpose of the reservation; 


(d) that the reservation is in the public interest. 
If the purpose of the reservation requires construction of a storage or 
diversion facility, the applicant shall establish to the satisfaction of the 
board that there will be progress toward completion of the facility and 
accomplishment of the purpose with reasonable diligence in accordance 
with an established plan. 


(4) After the adoption of an order reserving waters, the department 
may reject an application and refuse a permit for the appropriation of 
reserved waters, or may, with the approval of the board, issue the permit 
subject to such terms and conditions it considers necessary for the pro- 
tection of the objectives of the reservation. 


(5) A reservation under this Section shall not affect existing rights. 


(6) The board shall, periodically but not less than every ten (10) 
years, review existing reservations to ensure that the objectives of the 
reservation are being met. 


Section 27. Priority. (1) As between appropriators, the first in time 
is the first in right. Priority of appropriation does not include the right 
to prevent changes by later appropriators in the condition of water occur- 
rence, such as the increase or decrease of streamflow, or the lowering of 
a water table, artesian pressure or water level, if the appropriator can 
reasonably exercise his water right under the changed conditions. 


(2) Priority of appropriation made under this act dates from the 
filing of an application for a permit with the department, except as other- 
wise provided in Section 16 of this act. 


(8) Priority of appropriation perfected before the effective date of 
this act shall be determined as provided in Sections 6 through 15 of this act. 


Section 28. Changes in appropriation rights. (1) An appropriator may 
not change the place of diversion, place of use, purpose of use or place of 
storage without receiving prior approval of such change from the depart- 
ment. 


(2) The department shall approve the proposed change if it deter- 
mines that the proposed change will not adversely affect the rights of 
other persons. If a person whose rights may be affected files an objection 
to the proposed change, the department shall hold a hearing thereon prior 
to its approval or denial of the proposed change. Objections shall meet 
the requirements of Section 18(2) of this act, and hearings shall be held 
in accordance with Section 19. 


Section 29. Transfer of appropriation right. (1) The right to use 
water under a permit or certificate of water right shall pass with a con- 
veyance of the land, or transfer of operation of law, unless specifically 
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exempted therefrom. All transfers of interests in appropriation rights 
shall be without loss of priority. 


(2) A copy of an instrument which transfers an interest in an appro- 
priation right shall be filed with the department and the county, in which 
the point of diversion or place of use is located, by the person receiving 
the appropriation interest. 


(3) An appropriator may not sever all or any part of an appropriation 
right from the land to which it is appurtenant, or sell the appropriation 
right for other purposes or to other lands, or make the appropriation right 
appurtenant to other lands, without obtaining prior approval from the de- 
partment. The department shall approve the proposed transfer if the re- 
quirements of Section 28(2) are met. 


Section 30. Abandonment of appropriation right. (1) If an appropria- 
tor ceases to use all or a part of his appropriation right with the intention 
of wholly or partially abandoning the right, or if he ceases using his 
appropriation right according to its terms and conditions with the inten- 
tion of not complying with those terms and conditions, the appropriation 
right shall, to that extent, be deemed considered abandoned and _ shall 
immediately expire. 


(2) If an appropriator ceases to use all or part of his appropriation 
right, or ceases using his appropriation right according to its terms and 
conditions, for a period of ten (10) successive years, and there was water 
available for his use, the appropriation right shall be considered to be 
conclusively abandoned in whole or for the part not used, regardless of 
whether the appropriator intended abandonment. 


(8) This Section does not apply to existing rights until they have 
been determined in accordance with this act. 


Section 31. Procedure for declaring appropriation rights abandoned. 
(1) When the department has reason to believe that an appropriator may 
have abandoned his appropriation right under Section 30, or when another 
appropriator in the opinion of the department files a valid claim that he 
has been or will be injured by the resumption of use of an appropriation 
right alleged to have been abandoned, the department shall serve notice 
requiring the appropriator to show cause at a hearing why his appropria- 
tion right should not be declared abandoned. The notice shall include the 
following information: 


(a) a description of the appropriation right in question; 


(b) a statement that unless due and sufficient cause is shown the ap- 
propriation right will be held to have been abandoned, for specified reasons; 


(c) the time and place of the hearing. 


(2) The notice shall be served personally upon the appropriator at his 
last known address at least thirty (80) days before the hearing. The de- 
partment shall serve the notice by certified mail with return receipt re- 
quested if the appropriator lives outside the state. The department shall 
file in its records proof of service by affidavit along with the return 
receipt. 


(3) At the hearing, the burden of proof shall be on the department 
which must establish by a preponderance of the evidence that the appro- 
priation has been abandoned under Section 30 of this act. 


(4) Within sixty (60) days after the hearing, the department shall 
make an order determining whether the appropriation right shall be held 
abandoned, and it shall notify the appropriator as to the contents of the 
order by certified mail. 
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(5) The order shall be filed with the district court which issued the 
final decree establishing the right which is declared abandoned, and the 
order shall be appended to that final decree. The department shall keep 
a copy of the order in its office in Helena. 


Section 32. Supervision of water distribution. (1) As of the effective 
date of this act, the district courts shall supervise the distribution of water 
among all appropriators. This supervisory authority includes the super- 
vision of all water commissioners appointed prior to the effective date of 
this act. The supervision shall be governed by the principle that first in 
time is first in right. 


(2) Pending a preliminary determination of existing rights, a district 
court shall supervise those rights by reference to pertinent judicial decrees, 
records of rights acquired pursuant to the groundwater code (Sections 
89-2911 through 89-2936, R.C.M. 1947), the findings of water resources 
surveys, and other pertinent data. If these sources of information are 
incomplete, existing rights shall be considered to correspond with local 
usages concerning recognition of water rights. 


(3) When a water distribution controversy involving a claimant of an 
existing right arises upon a source of water in which existing rights have 
not been determined according to Sections 6 through 15 of this act, the 
department may, in its discretion, cr on the petition of one (1) or more 
of the parties to the controversy, proceed within a reasonable time to 
determine existing rights in the source, in accordance with this act. If the 
department does not proceed to obtain a determination of existing rights, 
the district court shall settie only the controversy between the parties. 
The order settling the controversy shall be subject to a subsequent deter- 
mination of existing rights under this act. 


(4) A controversy between appropriators from a source which has 
been the subject of a general determination of existing rights under this 
act shall be settled by the district court which issued the vinal decree. The 
order of the district court settling the controversy may not alter the exist- 
ing rights and priorities established in the final decree. In cases involving 
permits issued by the department, the court may not amend the respective 
rights established in the permits or alter any terms of the permits unless 
the permits are inconsistent or interfere with rights and priorities estab- 
lished in the final decree. The order settling the controversy shall be 
appended to the final decree, and a copy shall be filed with the department. 


(5) The department shall be named as a party in any proceeding under 
this Section and shall be served with process. 


Section 38. Prevention of waste. (1) If the department ascertains, by 
a means reasonably considered sufficient by it, that a person is wasting 
water, using water unlawfully, or preventing water from moving to another 
person having a prior right to use the same, it may petition the district 
court to: 


(a) regulate the controlling works of an appropriation as may be 
necessary to prevent the wasting and unlawful use of water, or to secure 
water to a person having a prior right to its use; the department may 
attach to the controlling works a written notice properly dated and signed, 
setting forth the fact that the controlling works have been properly regu- 
lated by it, which notice shall be legal notice to all persons interested in the 
appropriation or distribution of the water; or 


(b) order the person wasting, unlawfully using, or interfering with 
another’s rightful use of the water to cease and desist from doing so, and 
to take such steps as may be necessary to remedy pak waste, unlawful use, 
or interference; or 


(2) The department may also direct its own attorney or request the 
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attorney general or county attorney to bring suit to enjoin such waste, 
unlawful use, or interference. 


Section 34. Entry on land—inspections. Any employee or agent of 
the department authorized by the director may enter upon any land to 
carry out the purpose of this act, including, but not limited to, entry to 
make inspections the department considers necessary of proposed works, 
source of water, location of the proposed use, construction of works and 
other inspections to ascertain whether or not persons are complying with 
this act. The department or its agent shall give reasonable notice to the 
landowner of its intention to enter upon the land. The department is re- 
sponsible for actual damages done to any property. 


Section 35. Legal assistance. (1) When requested by the department, 
the attorney general and the county attorneys within their respective 
counties shall perform legal services and conduct legal proceedings neces- 
sary to carry out the purposes of this act. The department may also employ 
legal counsel to enforce this act and to conduct proceedings under it. 


(2) If an appropriator who is a citizen of Montana becomes involved 
in a controversy to which any agency of the federal government or another 
state is a party, the department may in its discretion intervene as a party 
or provide necessary legal assistance to the citizen of Montana. 


Section 36. Hearings before the board—Administrative Procedure Act. 
(1) A person who is aggrieved by a final decision of the department is 
entitled to a hearing before the board. 


(2) The Montana Administrative Procedure Act (Title 82, Chapter 42, 
R.C.M. 1947) governs administrative proceedings conducted under this act. 


Section 37. Penalties. A person who violates or refuses or neglects. 
to comply with Sections 16(1), 28(1), and 29(8) of this act, or of any order 
of the department, or of any rule of the board, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 38. Deposit of fees and penalties. All fees and penalties col- 
lected under this act shall be deposited in the state general fund. 


Section 39. Section 89-1001, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
ows: 


“89-1001. Appointment of water commissioners—authority—compen- 
sation. (1) Whenever the rights of persons to use the waters of any 
stream, ditch or extension of ditch, watercourse, spring, lake, reservoir, or 
other source of supply have been determined by a final decree “Tor de- 
crees]” of a court of competent jurisdiction, it shall be the duty of the 
judge of the district court having jurisdiction of the subject matter, upon 
the application of the owners of at least fifteen per cent (15%) of the 
water rights affected by the final decree “for decrees], in the exercise 
of his discretion, to appoint one or more commissioners, who shall have 
authority to admeasure and distribute to the parties bound by the final 
decree “[or decrees]”’ the waters to which they are entitled, according to 
their rights as fixed by “[such]” the final decree “[or decrees]’’, provided 
that when petitioners make proper showing that they are not able to obtain 
the application of the owners of at least fifteen per cent (15%) of the 
water rights affected, and they are unable to obtain the water to which 
they are entitled, the judge of the district court having jurisdiction may, 
in his discretion, appoint a water commissioner. 


(2) When the existing rights of all appropriators from a source or in 
an area have been determined in a final decree, the judge of the district 
court which issued the final decree shall upon application by the depart- 
ment of natural resources and conservation appoint a water commissioner. 
The water commissioner shall distribute to the appropriators, from the 
source or in the area, the water to which they are entitled. 
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[2] (8) The “[state water conservation board] department of natu- 
ral resources and conservation or any person or corporation operating under 
contract with “[said board]” the department, or any other owner of stored 
waters may petition the court to have such stored waters distributed by 
the water commissioners appointed by said court. The court may thereupon 
make an order requiring the commissioner or commissioners appointed by 
the court to distribute such stored water when and as released to water 
users entitled to the use thereof. 


[38] (4) Upon the issuance of such order the water commissioner or 
commissioners shall have authority and it is hereby made his or their 
duty to admeasure and distribute to the users thereof as their interests 
may appear and be required, the stored and supplemental waters stored 
and as released by the “‘[state water conservation board]” department of 
natural resources and conservation under provisions of the State Water 
Conservation Act, Chapter 1 of this Title, to be diverted into and through 
said streams, ditch or extension of ditch, watercourse, spring lake, reser- 
voir, or other source of supply in the same manner and under the same 
rules and regulations as decreed water rights are admeasured and dis- 
tributed, and such water commissioner or commissioners and the owners 
and users of such stored and supplemental waters shall be bound by and 
be subject to the provisions of this Chapter, and all acts amendatory thereof 
and supplemental thereto, provided that the admeasurements and distribu- 
tion of such stored and supplemental waters shall in no way interfere with 
decreed water rights. The purpose of this act is to provide a uniform, 
equitable and economical distribution of adjudicated, stored and supple- 
mental waters. 


[4] (5) At the time of the appointment of such water commissioner 
or commissioners the district court shall fix their compensation, and the 
owners and users of decreed, stored and supplemental waters shall pay 
their proportionate share of such fees and compensation.” 


Section 40. Section 89-2911, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“89-2911. Definitions. “[As used in this act or regulations, issued 
hereunder: ]” Unless the context requires otherwise, in this Chapter: 


(a) “Ground water” means any fresh water “funder the surface of the 
land including the water under the bed of any stream, lake, reservoir, or 
other body of surface water.]” beneath the land surface or beneath the 
bed of a stream, lake, reservoir, or other body of surface water, and which 
is not a part of that surface water. Fresh water shall be deemed to be 
water fit for domestic, livestock or agricultural use. The administrator, 
after notice and hearing, is authorized to fix definite standards for deter- 
mining fresh water in any controlled ground water or subarea of the state. 


(b) “Aquifer” means any underground geological structure or for- 
mation which is capable of yielding water or is capable of recharge. 


(c) ‘Well’? means any artificial opening or excavation in the ground, 
however made, by which ground water can be obtained or through which 
it flows under natural pressures or is artificially withdrawn. 


(d) “Beneficial use’ means “[any economically or socially justifiable 
withdrawal or utilization of water.]” a use of water for the benefit of 
the appropriator, other persons or the public, including, but not limited to, 
agricultural (including stock water), domestic, fish and wildlife, industrial, 
irrigation, mining, municipal, power, and recreational uses. 


(e) “Person” means “[any natural person, association, partnership, 
corporation, municipality, irrigation district, the State of Montana or any 
political subdivision or agency thereof, and the United States or agency 
thereof.]” an individual, association, partnership, corporation, state agency, 
political subdivision, and the United States or any agency thereof, 
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(f) “Administrator” means the “[Montana water resources board.]” 
department of natural resources and conservation provided for in Title 82A, 
Chapter 15. 


(g) “Ground water area” means an area which, as nearly as known 
facts permit, may be designated so as to inclose a single and distinct body 
of ground water, which shall be described horizontally by surface descrip- 
tion in all cases and which may be limited vertically by describing known 
geological formations should conditions dictate this to be desirable. For 
purposes of administration, large ground water areas may be divided into 
convenient administrative units “known as subareas.” 


“T(h) “Notice of Appropriation” means an optional form on which the 
appropriator notified the administrator and files for record the intention to 
appropriate ground water. This form filed alone does not give the appro- 
priator the right to use ground water. It must be followed by a notice of 
completion to establish a right. ]” 


“T(i) “Notice of completion” means a form on which the appropriator 
notifies the administrator and files for record the completion of a well 
(notice of completion of ground water appropriation by means of well) or 
the completion of a development to withdraw ground water without a well 
as by subirrigation ann other natural processes (notice of completion of 
ground water appropriation without a well).]” 


“T(j) “Declaration of vested ground water rights” means a form 
which was provided, for a period of four (4) years after January 1, 1962, 
for ad vested ground water rights. This form expired on January 1, 
1966.]” 


(h) “Board” means the board of natural resources and conservation 
provided for in Section 82A-1509.” 


Section 41. Section 89-2915, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
Ows: 


“89-2915. Limiting withdrawals—hearing and order. (1) At the time 
set for the hearing the “[administrator]” board, if “‘[he]” it is satisfied 
that the notice of hearing has been duly published and mailed as required 
by Section 89-2914, shall proceed to hear evidence and may consider in- 
formation which “[he]” the administrator has duly obtained under this 
act, and after the conclusion of the hearing shall make written findings 
and an order. If the “{administrator]” board finds on the basis of the 
hearing and other information obtained by the administrator that the 
withdrawal of ground water in such area or subarea exceeds the safe 
annual yield of ground water as measured by the recharge of the area or 
subarea, “[he]” it shall order the aggregate withdrawal of groundwater 
from such area or subarea decreased so that it shall not exceed such annual 
yield. Except for domestic use, such decrease shall conform to the priority 
of the pertinent rights and shall prevail for the term of shortage in the 
available supply. The administrator shall have the authority to enforce the 
order; to require persons to cease such excessive withdrawals in reverse 
order of their priority of rights; and to bring an action for an injunction in 
a district court of a district in which all or part of the area affected is 
located, in addition to all other remedies. 


(2) The order of the “[administrator]” board shall be published and 
mailed by the administrator in the manner and for the length of time as 
prescribed by Section 89-2914 for the publication and mailing of the notice 
of hearing except that a copy of the written findings of the “[adminis- 
trator]” board shall be mailed instead of a copy of the proposal, and except 
further, that a copy of the order together with a copy of the written find- 
ings shall be mailed to each petitioner at his last known address. Upon 
publication and mailing of such order, as prescribed herein, the order shall 
be final and conclusive unless an appeal therefrom is taken “[within the 
time and in the manner prescribed in Section 89-2920.]” 
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(2) Once a petition has been filed and an order has been made limit- 
ing the withdrawal of ground water from a particualr ground water area 
or subarea, as provided in this Section, the “[administrator]” board shall 
have authority after notice and hearing as heretofore provided in this 
Section, to modify or revoke “[his]” its order upon a showing by any in- 
terested party and a finding by the “[administrator]” board that condi- 
tions have materially changed since the prior order. While a matter is 
pending before the ‘“‘[administrator]” board, the administrator shall have 
discretion and authority to restrict further development of the subarea.” 


| Section 42. Section 89-2917, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
OWS: 


“89-2917. Scope of administrative hearing. (1) In any hearing for 
the ascertainment and finding of priorities of the use of ground water, the 
administrator in “[his]” its findings and order shall confirm, modify, alter 
or amend any prior order designating and modifying the boundaries of the 
ground water area or subarea involved, as the evidence justifies, shall 
determine the priority of rights and the quantity of ground water to which 
each appropriator, who is a party to the proceedings, shall be entitled in 
such particular ground water area or subarea, and shall find and determine 
any other matter necessary to the ascertainment of priorities of such exist- 
ing rights to ground water. ‘[He]” It may also determine the level below 
which the ground water shall not be drawn by appropriators. The ad- 
ministrator shall act in administering and enforcing the provisions of the 
order, as provided in Section 89-2915. 


(2) A copy of the order shall be recorded in the office of the clerk 
and recorder of each county in which the particular ground water area or 
subarea is located. If the order is not appealed “[within the time limit 
and otherwise as is provided in Section 89-2920,]” the order of the admin- 
istrator shall be final and conclusive when it is published and mailed as 
provided for orders issued under Section 89-2915.” 


Section 48. Section 89-2918, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“89-2918. Permit required to appropriate in controlled area. ‘‘[Persons 
desiring to appropriate ground water in a controlled area, must file a notice 
of appropriation stamped “Permit Requested,” and shall not commence the 
drilling or excavation of a well until the administrator has reviewed the 
notice of appropriation and issued an order either granting or denying the 
appropriator a permit to proceed with the appropriation, by stamping the 
notice of appropriation “Permit Granted” or “Permit Denied,” and affixing 
his signature thereon. The administrator shall act promptly upon any 
such request.]” A person may appropriate ground water in a controlled 
area only by applying for and receiving a permit from the administrator 
in accordance with the Montana Water Use Act. The administrator shall 
not grant a permit if the withdrawal would go beyond the capacity of the 
aquifer or aquifers in the ground water area to yield ground water within 
a reasonable or feasible pumping lift (in the case of pumping develop- 
ments) or within a reasonable or feasible reduction of pressure (in the 
case of artesian developments). “[The administrator shall cause a notice 
of his order to be served by mail on the applicant and on each owner of 
a decreed right to use ground water in the particular ground water area 
or subarea from which the license is sought. Such order shall be mailed 
to the applicant at the address shown on the application and to each such 
owner of a decreed right at the address shown on the administrator’s rec- 
ords. Service shall be complete upon depositing such order in the post 
office, postage prepaid, addressed to the person on whom it is to be served. 
Upon its mailing, the order shall be final and conclusive unless a hearing 
is ees within the time and in the manner prescribed in Section 89- 
2919.]” 
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Section 44. There is a new Section 89-2928.1, R.C.M. 1947, which 
reads as follows: 


“89-2928.1. Well logs. Within sixty (60) days after any well is com- 
pleted, the driller shall file with the administrator a well log report on a 
form provided by the administrator at its offices and at the offices of the 
county clerks and recorders. The administrator may return the report for 
refiling if it is incomplete or incorrect.” 


Section 45. There is a new Section 89-2934.1, R.C.M. 1947, which 
reads as follows: 


“89-2934.1. Hearing before board—Administrative Procedure Act. (1) 
A person who is aggrieved by a final decision of the administrator under 
this Chapter, is entitled to a hearing before the board. 


(2) The Montana Administrative Procedure Act governs administra- 
tive proceedings under this Chapter.”

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
REQUESTING THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND INDUSTRY, 
WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION DIVISION, TO FURTHER AMEND 
ITS INTERIM SAFETY ORDER OF APRIL 5, 1971, AMENDED 
JANUARY 1, 1973, RELATING TO LOW-PRESSURE STEAM AND 
HOT WATER BOILER OPERATION. 


WHEREAS, the Department of Labor and Industry, Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Division, amended its April 5, 1971 interim safety order relating 
to boilers, effective January 1, 1978, to read as follows with respect to 
low-pressure steam and water boilers: 


“(a) Boilers requiring a low-pressure licensed operator shall be at- 
tended by licensed operator(s) and the licensed operator(s) will be required 
to observe and check the boiler(s) at no less than one-hour intervals at 
any time the boiler(s) shall be fired in occupied public and industrial build- 
ings or other areas of assembly. Boilers manually fired with solid or 
gaseous fuels shall be attended by a licensed operator at all times the 
boiler is being fired... and 


WHEREAS, full enforcement of Subsection (a) of such safety order as 
amended is impossible, for the reason that there are not sufficient licensed 
boiler operators in Montana to comply with such provision and further that 
tke cost of compliance with such provision is prohibitive. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Department of Labor and Industry, Workmen’s Compensation 
Division, is requested to further amend its interim safety order of April 5, 
1971, as amended January 1, 1973, by deleting the present Subsection (a), 
as above quoted, and by inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Boilers attended by a low-pressure licensed operator shall be observed 
by the licensed operator through one complete on-off cycle (or for not less 
than a fifteen (15) minute period for boilers using solid fuels), at the 
beginning of each shift and the licensed operator shall then check the 
operation of the automatic controls including water level, feed water, low 
water fuel cut-off, and fuel train. Safety or relief valves shall be manually 
tested at least once every thirty (380) days.” 


Referred to Committee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety.

PREHENSIVE STUDY OF ELECTION LAWS AND TO DRAFT MODEL 
LEGISLATION. 


WHEREAS, there is a growing concern over unfair campaign prac- 
tices, and 


WHEREAS, reforms are being made in the regulation of national 
campaigns, and 


WHEREAS, Montana has outdated election laws regulating cam- 
paigns, and each session sees the introduction of laws which do not pro- 
vide for comprehensive regulation of campaigns, and 


WHEREAS, single-member districts will create new requirements 
in campaign regulation. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE

City. They moved to Terry where they made their home. He was manager 
of the Farmer’s Union Oil Company for several years. In 1947 he formed 
the Northern Construction Company, a company which built power lines. 
He was in this business for several years until ill health forced him to 
retire. 


The late Senator served in the Montana Legislature, as a Democrat 
from Prairie County, during the 1949 and 1951 sessions. The last few 
years of his life he was a County Committee officer serving as the secre- 
tary-treasurer and State Committeeman for the Democratic party in Terry. 


Senator Brown was very interested in politics and in the history of 
Montana and the United States. 


Senator Brown is survived by his wife Mabel of Miles City.

Senator Wilson was born May 2, 1884 at South Sioux City, Nebraska, 
coming to Montana in March 1912 where he homesteaded southeast of 
Shelby.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the Forty-third Legislative Assembly of the state of Mon- 
tana record the passing of former Senator Julius J. Wuerthner on Febru- 
ch ig Coy Al Oa RS br 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Wuerthner be filed on the official 
records of this assembly and the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted. 


Senator Wuerthner was born May 18, 1890, in Manchester, Michigan. 


The late Senator Wuerthner was a graduate of the University of 
Michigan, earning a juris doctorate and passing his bar examination at 
the age of 22. He practiced law in Great Falls until retirement in 1959. 
He was a two term mayor of Great Falls, was president of the Montana 
Municipal League, served in the House of Representatives and the State 
Senate from 1925 to 1931 and was chief deputy Cascade County Attorney 
from 1921-23. In 1928, he served as state chairman of the campaign for 
President: Herbert Hoover. He was past president of the Montana Bar 
Association and the Cascade County Bar Association and was a member 
of the American Judicature Society and the American Counsel Association. 
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Senator Wuerthner married Clista E. Pierce on July 28, 1920. 


Mr. Wuerthner served as organist and choir director in several local 
churches including St. John’s Lutheran Church, of which he was a charter 
member. He was a Past Master of the Cascade Lodge No. 34 A.F.&A.M., 
Thirty-third degree Scottish Rite Mason, a Knight Templar, Past Poten- 
tate of the Algeria Shrine Temple and a member of other Masonic groups. 
He organized and became the first president of the Great Falls Lions 
Club, and also served as first District Governor of the Lions and as first 
International Director of Lions from District 37. He was a life member 
of the Lions Club. 


Senator Wuerthner announced his candidacy for governor in the 
spring of 1940 and also ran for the Eastern District Congressional post. 
Senator Wuerthner served for several years as chairman of the Cascade 
County Republican Central Committee. He was active in stimulating local 
interest in what is now Malmstrom Air Force Base and in the development 
of the Civic Center building. 


He is survived by his widow Clista, sons, John P. of Great Falls,

Amend the title, line 8, after the word “fuel;” by striking the word 
“and”; 


Further amend the title, line 10, after the word “gas” by striking the 
period “.” and adding the following new material: “to impose a license 
tax in lieu of a fuel tax on each and every vehicle self propelled upon the 
public highways and streets of this state using liquid petroleum gases; 
to provide collection of the license tax by the gross vehicle weight division 
of the Department of Highways; to impose penalties; and to provide for 
the dispesition of the tax.”; 


Amend page 5, line 2, by deleing ‘“-end-” and in its place adding the 
following new material: 


“Section 8. Tax to be collected on motor vehicles self propelled by 
liquid petroleum gases upon the public roads and highways of this state. 
The Department of Highways shall, under the provisions of rules and 
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regulations issued by said department, collect or cause to be collected 
from owners or operators of motor vehicles powered by liquid petroleum 
gases upon the public roads and highways of this state, an annual license tax 
on each such vehicle according to the following schedule: 


(a) Passenger cars and pickups, twenty dollars ($20.00); 


(b) Trucks, truck-tractors and buses, 8,001 through 28,000 pounds, 
fifty dollars ($50.00); 


(c) Trucks, truck-tractors and buses, over 28,000 pounds, one hundred 
dollars ($100.00). 


Upon payment of the tax required by this section, the Department 
of Highways shall provide a prominent sticker to be displayed on each 
vehicle, which sticker shall be valid for a period beginning January 1 and 
ending December 31 of each calendar year. 


Section 4. Temporary permits to unlicensed users of liquid petroleum 
fueled vehicles—agents by whom issued. A temporary permit shall be 
issued to all unlicensed users of liquid petroleum gas fueled vehicles 
operating within the state of Montana. The permits will be issued by scale 
house personnel, gross vehicle weight (G.V.W.) patrol crews, Montana 
highway patrolmen, and such other enforcing agents as the department 
of revenue may prescribe by order, rule or regulation. 


Fees for temporary permits—time of expiration—disposition of fees— 
forms. The temporary liquid petroleum gas fuel permits shall cost the 
vehicle user a fee of five dollars ($5); said permit shall be valid for a 
period of time not to exceed seventy-two (72) hours and will be auto- 
matically void should said vehicle leave the state of Montana during the 
seventy-two (72) hour period. All fees collected will be remitted to the de- 
partment of revenue. Temporary permit remittance forms and any other 
necessary papers for the accounting and enforcement of this act shall 
be furnished by the state department of revenue. 


Penalty for operation without temporary permit. Any unlicensed 
user of liquid petroleum gas fueled vehicles operating within the state 
of Montana, without making application for said temporary permit and 
paying the specified fee, shall be guilty of committing a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction, be fined fifty dollars ($50). 


Section 5. Motor vehicles and all other equipment used by a non- 
resident and brought into this state for recreational purposes or custom 
harvesting shall not be licensed as required by section 3 or section 4 of 
this act, unless such vehicle remain in the state longer than four (4) 
months. A sticker of “no tax” shall be provided for each vehicle so used. 


Section 6. The identifying sticker and license tax paid for each 
vehicle shall not be transferrable on the sale or change of ownership. 


Section 7. Violations and penalties. Any person violating any pro- 
vision of this act is guilty of a misdemenaor, unless the act is by any 
other law of this state declared to be a felony, and upon conviction is punish- 
able by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) nor more than 
two thousand dollars ($2,000) or by imprisonment for not less than 
thirty (30) days nor more than six (6) months, or by both such fine and 

«imprisonment. The fine and imprisonment provided in this section shall 
pe in addition to any other penalty imposed by any other provision in 
this act. 


Section 8. Disposition of funds. All taxes collected under this act 
shall be turned over promptly to the state treasurer and the state treasurer 
shall place the same in the earmarked revenue fund to the credit of the 
department of highways.”;

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
REQUESTING THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES AND THE 
ADMINISTRATOR OF SOCIAL AND REHABILITATIVE SERVICES 
OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH, EDUCATION, AND WELFARE 
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TO RECONSIDER THE NEW REGULATIONS GOVERNING ASSIST- 
ANCE TO MENTALLY RETARDED PERSONS. 


WHEREAS, the senate of the State of Montana acknowledges the 
administration’s concern over growing costs of government, and the in- 
creasing importance and need of social programs; and 


WHEREAS, in the last session, congress limited expenditures for 
the social services program to $2.5 billion to be allotted to the states on 
the basis of population; and 


WHEREAS, the new regulations of the social and rehabilitative serv- 
ices division of the department of health, education, and welfare will hold 
spending far below that level by limiting eligibility and by other barriers 
to effective use of social service funds; and 


WHEREAS, congress specifically exempted mentally retarded per- 
sons from the requirement that ninety percent (90%) of the clients must 
be current welfare recipients since many mentally retarded citizens are 
not on welfare rolls but are often placed in dehumanizing institutions or 
can become an unconscionable burden upon their families; and 


WHEREAS, the new regulations may subvert the intent of congress; 
and 


WHEREAS, in 1971 the president challenged the states to return one- 
third (14) of their institutionalized retarded citizens back to their home 
communities by 1980; and 


WHEREAS, by 1978, Montana has reduced the resident population at 
the Boulder River School and Hospital by twenty-six percent (26%), by 
returning substantial numbers of persons to their home communities; and 


WHEREAS, the new regulations have drastically reduced the funds 
necessary to accomplish this goal; and 


WHEREAS, a family can remain intact at minimal cost contrasted to 
the cost to the state of five thousand dollars ($5,000) a year to maintain 
one (1) child in an institution; which adds up to two hundred fifty thou- 
sand dollars ($250,000) for a person who remains institutionalized for 
fifty (50) years; and 


WHEREAS, the new regulations prohibit the use of local, private 
contributions as matching money, thereby eliminating one very meaning- 
ful source of matching dollars; and 


WHEREAS, this prohibition will force an added tax burden upon the 
counties, or will force the state to carry the whole burden. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That this house protests the recent changes and requests the president 
of the United States and the administrator of the social and rehabilitative 
services, department of health, education and welfare to reconsider the 
new regulations governing the provision of social services under the Social 
Security Act, titles I, IVA, X, XIV, XVI; and to reinstate the former reg- 
ulations.

I am returning H.B. 236 without my signature. 
In my opinion this bill only adds another method for fire protection 
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in unincorporated areas where there are already several adequate ways 
to develop fire protection methods under existing laws. If this bill were 
enacted, it would superimpose another system of fire protection, where 
adequate methods are already available. If present methods of fire pro- 
tection are not adequate, the present laws should be amended, and not 
new laws added to the law books. 


The system of financing fire territories as provided for in this bill 
is very questionable in that fire territory corporations would be financed 
out of the general fund of the counties. This would place the burden of 
financing these corporations on the populace of the entire county, instead 
of the property owners whose lands are being protected. I believe this 
system of financing creates both propriety and constitutional problems. 


For these reasons, I cannot concur in the passage of H.B. 2386.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA

MUNITY MENTAL HEALTH CENTERS ACT BEYOND JUNE 30,

PROVED STAFFING GRANTS; AND TO URGE THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE UNITED STATES TO SIGN SUCH EXTENSION INTO 
a AND RELEASE SUCH APPROPRIATION FOR APPROVED 
USE. 


WHEREAS, the President in a press release on January 29, 1978, 
stated: “Over the past nine years, NIMH has stimulated the establish- 
ment of 515 community mental health centers across the country. This 
was the principal thrust of a movement to treat persons with emotional 
illness near their homes, often on an outpatient basis, including care 
after a period of hospitalization, accompanied by consultation and edu- 
cation programs to avert breakdown. The aim was to move away from 
costly and ineffective long-term and custodial care in state mental in- 
stitutions. The workability of the community mental health center con- 
cept has been thoroughly demonstrated and a large portion of a national 
system will have been put into place when the eight-year grants pro- 
vided for in current law are concluded. The administration proposes that 
the Community Mental Health Centers Act be allowed to expire on June 
30, 1978, on the grounds that the current momentum behind the com- 
munity mental health concept should be adequate to maintain existing 
centers and stimulate the establishment of new centers,” and 


WHEREAS, only 515 community mental health centers of the 2,000 
envisaged for the United States have been established and only three 
of the five centers for the State of Montana have become operational, and 


WHEREAS, it is not feasible to establish new centers in Montana 
without federal staffing support, and 


WHEREAS, the State of Montana contains two of only 31 staffing 
grants under Part B of the Community Mental Health Centers Act approved 
for funding during fiscal 1972, but not yet federally funded. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Congress of the United States is requested to extend the 
Community Mental Health Centers Act beyond June 30, 1973, and to

FIFTH LEGISLATIVE DAY 61 


(1) As part of the approval procedure of 75-7803 (8), each school district 
shall submit to the superintendent of public instruction a proposed budget 
for the special education program to be conducted by the district. The 
budget shall be prepared and submitted according to policies and regula- 
tions established by the board of public education and the superintendent 
of public instruction. The special education budget will be part of the 
school district general fund but separately funded, and special education 
expenditures will be accounted for in a manner consistent with accepted 
accounting practices. Financing for the special education programs con- 
ducted by the school districts of the state will be as follows: 


a. The primary source of financing will consist of those revenues 
specifically appropriated by legislative enactment for the purposes of 
funding school district special education programs. 


b. The second source of funding will be the special education per- 
missive levy, defined in Section 75-6922, 


ce. The superintendent of public instruction may disburse federal 
moneys specifically designated for special education purposes to dis- 
trics conducting approved special education programs. 


d. The trustees may expend other district general fund revenues for 
support of special education programs. 


(2) The superintendent of public instruction will determine, from the 
amount of state funding available by legislative appropriation, the amount 
of state aid to be provided for each approved special education program. 
(3) If a special education program is a joint project involving more than 
one district, the superintendent of public instruction will select one of the 
districts to be the administrative agency for the program, and all funding for 
the program will be deposited to the general fund, special education ac- 
count, of that district. The special education permissive levy will be pro- 
rated across all districts involved in the project according to the number 
of children in the program from each district. 

(4) If new special education classes or programs are approved according 
to the provisions of this Section and 75-7803 (8), the amount of the ap- 
proved budget for the new classes or programs will not be subject to the 
general fund budget increase limitation provisions of Section 75-6923. 

(5) Pupils attending full time special education classes shall not be in- 
cluded in the regular calculation of average number belonging. 


Section 3. Section 75-7806, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


75-7806. Discretionary establishment of special education class or 
program. The trustees of any district may establish and maintain a special 
education class or special education program for: 


(1) four (4) or more educable mentally retarded children; 
(2) four (4) or more physically handicapped children; 
(8) four (4) or more trainable mentally retarded children; 


(4) individual children requiring special education such as home or 
hospital tutoring, school-to-home telephone communication, or 
other individual programs, or 


(5) educable mentally retarded children, trainable mentally retarded 
children or physically handicapped children under the age of six 
(6) years of age when the superintendent of public instruction has 
determined that such programs will: 


(a) assist a child to achieve levels of competence that will enable 
him to participate in the regular instruction of the district when 
he could not participate without special education; 
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(b) permit the conservation or early acquisition of skills which 
will provide the child with an equal opportunity to participate in 
the regular instruction of the district; or 

(c) provide other demonstrated educational advantages which 
will materially benefit the child; or 


(6) educable mentally retarded persons or physically handicapped 
persons who are not less than twenty-one (21) or more than 
twenty-five (25) years of age when the superintendent of public 
instruction has determined that such programs will assist a per- 
son to achieve levels of competence that will enable him to better 
participate in society. 


(7) Educationally handicapped children between the ages of five (5) 
and seventeen (17) inclusive. 


Section 4. Section 75-7807, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


75-7807. Petition of parents for establishment of a special education 
class or program. The parents of four (4) or more children needing special 
education of one type of educable mentally retarded children, trainable 
mentally retarded children, educationally handicapped or physically handi- 
capped children may petition the trustees or the superintendent of public 
instruction to establish a special education class or program. Parents re- 
siding in several contiguous districts may petition the trustees of each 
district or the superintendent of public instruction to cooperatively estab- 
lish a special education class or program of one type for four (4) or more 
children. The interlocal cooperative agreement authorized in Chapter 49 
of Title 16, R.C.M. 1947, shall be used to establish a multi-district special 
education class or program. 


Section 5. Section 75-6922, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


75-6922. Permissive levy. Whenever the trustees of any district shall 
deem it necessary to adopt a general fund budget in excess of the founda- 
tion program amount but not in excess of the maximum general fund 
budget amount for such district as established by the schedule in Section 
75-6905, the trustees shall adopt a resolution stating the reasons and pur- 
poses for exceeding the foundation program amount. Also, whenever the 
approved budget for the special education program of the district exceeds 
the amount of state aid available for the programs, the trustees shall adopt 
a resolution stating the amount of additional funding required for the 
special education programs. The sum of (a) that portion of the additional 
requirement for special education which does not exceed twenty-five per- 
cent of the available state funding and (b) the excess requirement over the 
foundation program discussed in this Section, shall be known as the district 
permissive requirement. The financing of such general fund budget amount 
shall be known as the “permissive levy,” and it shall be financed by a levy 
on the taxable value of all taxable property within the district as prescribed 
in Section 75-6926. That portion of the permissive levy which raises the 
additional funding required for special education in Subsection (a) shall be 
known as the “special education permissive levy.”

BUSINESS ON SECOND READING 


Upon motion of Senator Lynch, duly carried, the Senate resolved itself 
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into a Committee of the Whole for the consideration of Business on Second 
Reading. 


Senator Deschamps in the Chair. Committee arose. 
Senate resumed. President Christiansen presiding. 
The Committee of the Whole submitted the following report: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee of the Whole, having had under 
consideration Business on Second Reading, respectfully report and recom- 
mend as follows: 


That Senate Bill No. 72 be amended in Section 3, page 4 following line 
23 by adding the following: 


5. Land which is actively devoted to agricultural use shall be eligible 
for valuation, assessment and taxation as herein provided each year it 
meets the following qualifications: 


(1) It is being actively devoted to agriculture; 


(2) the area of such land is not less than five (5) contiguous acres 
when measured in accordance with the provisions of Section 8, when the 
gross value of grazing and field crops produced thereon together with any 
payments received under a crop-land retirement program TOTALS at 
least one thousand dollars ($1,000) per year;, or 


(3) It agriculturally produces the equivalent of fifteen percent (15%) 
or more of the owners annual gross income; and 


(4) (a) application by the owner of the land for valuation hereunder 
is submitted on or before October 1 of the year immediately preceding the 
tax year to the county assessor in which such land is situated on the form 
prescribed by the state department of revenue. The county assessor shall 
continue to accept applications filed within sixty (60) days after October 1 
payment of a late filing fee in the amount of twenty-five dollars ($25), 
which shall be paid to the county treasurer. 


(b) The county assessor shall have all applications filed under Sub- 
section (a) recorded by the county recorder. Whenever land which is or 
has been in agricultural use and is or has been valued, assessed and taxed 
under the provisions of this act is applied to a use other than agricultural, 
the owner shall notify the county assessor and the county assessor shall 
cause the following statement to be recorded by the county recorder: “On 
ther eee. dayeol piteeee se See ee LORS , this land became sub- 
ject to the roll-back tax imposed by Section 6. 


(c) Whenever the owner of land which has been in agricultural use 
and has been valued, assessed and taxed under the provisions of this act 
does not file an application as provided in Subsection (a), then the county 
assessor shall revalue the land as non-agricultural land. 


Section 5. The county commissioners in classifying land which quali- 
fies as land actively devoted to agricultural use under the test prescribed 
by this act, and as to which the owner thereof has made timely application 
for valuation, assessment and taxation hereunder for the tax year in issue, 
shall consider only those indicia of value which such land has for agri- 
cultural use as determined by the state department of revenue. 


Section 6. When land which is or has been in agricultural use and 
is or has been valued, assessed and taxed under the provisions of this act, 
is applied to a use other than agricultural, it shall be subject to an addi- 
tional tax hereinafter referred to as the “roll-back tax,” which tax shall 
be a lien upon the land and become due and payable at the time of the 
change in use. 


As used in this act, the word “roll-back” means the period preceding 
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the change in use of the land not to exceed four (4) years during which 
the land was valued, assessed and taxed under the provisions of this act. 


The assessor shall ascertain the following in determining the amount 
of the roll-back tax chargeable on land which has undergone a change in 
use: 


(1) the full and fair value of the land as determined by the county 
commissioners under the valuation standard applicable to land in the county 
not valued, assessed and taxed under the provisions of this act; 


(2) the amount of the land assessment as unsubdivided and unim- 
proved land for the period of the roll-back, by multiplying such full and 
fair market value by the number of years included in the roll-back and by 
multiplying the product obtained, by the assessment ratio in effect in the 
year in which the change in use of the land is made as determined by the 
state; 


(3) the average mill levy applied in the taxing district in which the 
land is located by dividing the aggregate mill levy actually applied in each 
respective year of the roll-back by the number of years, included in the 
roll-back; and 


(4) the amount of the roll-back tax by multiplying the amount of the 
assessment determined under Subsection (2) hereof by the average mill 
levy determined under Subsection (38) hereof, less the amount of real prop- 
erty taxes actually paid during the period of the roll-back. 


Section 7. The assessment of the roll-back tax imposed by Section 5, 
the attachment of the lien for such taxes, and the right of the owner or 
other interested party to review any judgment of the county commissioners 
or county board of equalization affecting such roll-back tax, shall be gov- 
erned by the procedures provided for the assessment and taxation of real 
property not valued, assessed and taxed under the provisions of this act. 
The roll-back tax collected shall be paid into the county treasury and paid 
by the treasurer to the various taxing units pro-rata in accordance with the 
levies for the current year. 


Section 8. In determining the total area of land actively devoted to 
agricultural use there shall be included the area of all land under barns, 
sheds, silos, cribs, greenhouses and like structures, lakes, dams, ponds, 
streams, irrigation ditches and like facilities, but land under and such 
additional land as may be actually used in connection with the farm house 
shall be excluded in determining such total area. 


Section 9. Application for valuation, assessment and taxation of land 
in agricultural use under this act shall be on a form prescribed by the 
state department of revenue, and provided for the use of the applicants 
by the county assessor. The form of application shall provide for the re- 
porting of information pertinent to the provisions of this act. A certifica- 
tion by the land owner that the facts set forth in the application are true 
may be prescribed by the state department of revenue to be in lieu of a 
sworn statement to that effect. Statements so certified shall be considered 
as if made under oath and subject to the same penalties as provided by 
law for perjury. 


Section 10. Continuance of valuation, assessment and taxation under 
this act shall depend upon continuance of the land in agricultural use and 
compliance with the other requirements of this act and not upon continu- 
ance in the same owner of title to the land. Liability to the roll-back tax 
shall attach when a change in use of the land occurs but not when a change 
in ownership of the title takes place if the new owner continues the land 
in agricultural use, under the conditions prescribed in this act. 


Section 11. Separation or split off of a part of the land which is being 
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valued, assessed and taxed under this act, either by conveyance or other 
actions of the owner of such land, for a use other than agricultural, shall 
subject the land so separated to lability for the roll-back tax applicable 
thereto, but shall not impair the right of the remaining land to continuance 
of valuation, assessment and taxation hereunder, provided it meets the 
minimum requirements of this act. 


Section 12. The taking of land which is being valued, assessed and 
taxed under this act by right of eminent domain shall NOT subject the 
land so taken to the roll-back tax herein imposed. 


Section 13. Where contiguous land in agricultural use in one owner- 
ship is located in more than one (1) county, compliance with the minimum 
requirements shall be determined on the basis of the total area and value 
of farm crops on such land and not the area or value of farm crops on land 
which is located in the particular county. 


Section 14. The factual details to be shown on the assessor’s tax list 
and duplicate with respect to land which is being valued, assessed and 
taxed under this act shall be the same as those set forth by the assessor 
with respect to other taxable property in the county. 


Section 15. The state department of revenue is empowered to promul- 
gate such rules and regulations and to prescribe such forms as it shall 
deem necessary to effectuate the purposes of this act. 


Section 16. Any person who violates any provision of this act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor.”

In exercising the constitutional powers granted me as the Governor 
of Montana, I hereby veto House Bill 226, “AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 
94-9825, R.C.M. 1947, TO PROVIDE FOR MINIMUM SALARIES FOR 
PAROLE OFFICERS EMPLOYED BY THE STATE BOARD OF PAR- 
DONS OF THE STATE OF MONTANA.” I exercise this veto for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


The current appropriation to the State Board of Pardons authorizes 
an increase in all present salaries at the rate of 5%. In addition, the House 
and Senate Finance Committees have increased the appropriation for the 
Board of Pardons by $75,000 for the next biennium in order that the 
Board may hire six additional parole officers. House Bill 226 will super- 
sede the 5% salary increase for parole officers by establishing a minimum 
salary that is 16% to 24% above the current salary figures. 


Furthermore, the bill was approved by the Legislature without the 
benefit of a fiscal note. Information provided to me shows that the cost 
of paying the higher salaries authorized in this measure would amount to 
$100,000 in the biennium. Clearly, the State Board of Pardons would have 
to set aside plans to hire six additional officers at a time when they are 
badly needed. The only other solution would be deficit spending on the part 
of the Board. This latter solution is completely unacceptable. 


__ L have promised the people of Montana I would promote fiscal responsi- 
bility in state government. To sign this measure would mean I have 
failed to maintain that commitment.

2. That all the new material in said bill after the enacting clause be 
stricken and the bill amended in accordance with Exhibit A at- 
tached hereto. 


Exhibit A 
HOUSE BILL NO. 463 


Section 1. The legislature reaffirms the tradition of the State of 
Montana to protect every human life whether unborn or aged, healthy or 
sick. In keeping with that tradition we reaffirm that an embryo and fetus 
has potential life and that the State of Montana has a compelling interest 
in protecting that potential life. 


Section 2. (1) No abortion may be performed in the State of Mon- 
tana unless: 


(a) such abortion is performed by a physician licensed by this state; 


_(b) The operation is performed before approximately the end of the 
first trimester; or, if after approximately the end of the first trimester, 
only according to procedures approved by the State Board of Health; but 
not after viability or approximately the end of the sixth month unless the 
same is necessary to preserve the mother’s life or health. 


Section 3. Nothing in this act shall require any hospital, clinic or any 
person to admit any person for the purpose of abortion or to permit the use 
of facilities for or to participate in such abortion, nor shall any hospital, 
clinic or person be held liable for such refusal, nor shall the same be 
subject to any disciplinary or recriminatory action for such refusal, nor may 
refusal by any person to participate in abortion be made a consideration 
in employment practices of any medical facility. 


Section 4. The state board of health shall establish reporting proce- 
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dures to implement the provisions of this act. The names of all persons 
submitting to an abortion shall remain confidential. 


Section 5. Every person who performs an abortion or submits to an 
abortion in violation of any portion of this act, or fails to comply with the 
reporting provisions of Section 4, is punishable by imprisonment in the 
state prison not less than two (2) years nor more than five (5) years. 


Section 6. An “abortion” means any act or operation to terminate in- 
tentionally a pregnancy without live birth. 


Section 7. It is the intent of the legislature that if a part of this act 
is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from the invalid part remain 
in effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of its applications, 
the part remains in effect in all valid applications that are severable from 
the invalid application. 


Section 8. This act is effective on its passage and approval.

Gentlemen: 


In exercising the constitutional powers granted me as the Governor of 
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Montana, I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 233, “An act amending Section 
538-1020, R.C.M. 1947, to change the point of measurement of the allowable 
sound level for snowmobiles from fifteen (15) feet to fifteen (15) meters.” 
I exercise this veto for the following reasons. 


First, proponents of Senate Bill No. 233 have argued that by increasing 
the measuring distance for sound levels from fifteen feet to fifteen meters, 
Montana’s noise emission standards for new snowmobiles will be uniform 
with similar laws in neighboring states. While the need for uniformity 
may be desirable, this argument cannot override the State’s duty to protect 
the health and welfare of its citizens. By increasing the measuring dis- 
tance at which noise levels of new snowmobiles would be measured, Senate 
Bill No. 283 would in effect substantially increase the sound levels to 
which snowmobile operators, passengers and bystanders would be exposed. 


For example, the current noise standards for new snowmobiles provide 
that exposures to noise shall not exceed 85 decibels (dBA) when measured 
from a distance of fifteen feet. If the measuring distance were changed 
to fifteen meters, a person standing fifteen feet away from a new snow- 
mobile would then be exposed to a sound level of 95.2 decibels (dBA). 
However, the operator of a new snowmobile which would meet the proposed 
fifteen meter standard would actually be exposed to a noise level or 120 
decibels (dBA). By way of comparison, Federal Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA) standards prohibit exposure to sound levels of 129 
decibels (dBA) for longer than seven and one-half minutes during any 
one working day. 


Second, I have decided to veto Senate Bill No. 233 because technology 
now exists which would allow new snowmobiles to meet the stricter stand- 
ards imposed by Montana law. At least three snowmobile manufacturers 
are now producing snowmobiles that can and do meet the 85 decibel (dBA) 
standard measured at a distance of fifteen feet. This standard places the 
burden of compliance where it belongs; with the manufacturer and not 
with the consumer. 


Finally, I have vetoed Senate Bill No. 233 because the legislature will 
have under consideration in 1974 Senate Bill No. 318, the Montana Snow- 
mobile Act. This proposed legislation contains provisions for the promul- 
gation of noise emission standards and I believe that the change contem- 
plated by Senate Bill No. 233 should be considered at that time.
